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Watching them press the flesh at a T 
stop, pound out impressive-looking posi- 
tion papers, or portray themselves as 
knowledgeable and trustworthy in cam- 
paign ads, one might buy into the image of 
this group of mayoral candidates as confi- 
dent, qualified, and in control. 

Once in a while, though, events conspire 
to rip away that veneer. That was the case 
at an August 26 forum at Lombardo’s, in 
East Boston, before a feisty crowd of local 
residents angry at city government. 

During a question-and-answer session, 
the candidates were asked whether they 
thought busing worked and if they favored 
neighborhood schools — and were told to 
limit their responses to “yes” and “no.” 
When City Councilor Rosaria Salerno at- 
tempted to explain her position in detail, 
she was hooted down with loud cries of 
“yes or no!” 

“It’s not fair!” she finally shouted, boil- 
ing over with anger. “But I'll do it. I'll do it 
... yes and no.” 

At least Salerno went on the record. 
When the question came to him, City 
Councilor Bruce Bolling — perhaps afraid 
of offending the conservative crowd — re- 
fused to answer. 

After several residents launched a 
scathing attack on Section 8 housing sub- 
sidies, former police commissioner Mickey 
Roache also chose the path of least resis- 
| tance, actually promising, “We'll go to 

Washington. We'll meet with Mr. Cis- 

neros. .. . If that means getting rid of Sec- 
| tion 8 housing policy, so be it.” 
| | The anger that coursed through the au- 
| dience infected all the candidates. State 
| Representative Jim Brett, who’s been chid- 
| ed for his gentlemanly stump style, sound- 
| ed like Jesse Jackson on steroids when he 
| delivered table-pounding, face-reddening 
vows to cure the neighborhood’s ills. And 
usually mild-mannered Suffolk County 
Sheriff Bob Rufo decided he’d had it with 
one of his opponents. 

“I’ve listened to Chris Lydon’s cam- 
paign rhetoric and hogwash,” Rufo sud- 
denly erupted. “For an experienced jour- 
nalist, it’s rather surprising to hear your 
Sesame Street approach to government.” 

After the forum, Rufo insisted the 
“Sesame Street” line — an allusion to Ly- 
don’s career as a Channel 2 newsman — 
was spontaneous and unrehearsed. 

The same could be said for much of the 
evening’s fireworks, which might portend 
a bloody and inelegant sprint to the 
September 21 preliminary.

JERRY'S 


The sight of a weary, weeping Jerry 
Lewis pleading on behalf of his helpless 
“kids” during the Muscular Dystrophy As- 
sociation’s (MDA) annual telethon has be- 
come as much of a summer’s-end fixture as 
Labor Day traffic jams. And, some disabili- 
ty-rights organizations say, the event is 
equally irritating. 

As it has in past years, the Boston-based 
Disabled People’s Liberation Front will 
picket what it describes as the MDA’s 
fundraising “circus” outside Faneuil Hall 
Marketplace. Tired of being portrayed as 
helpless victims and as objects of the pa- 
tronizing altruism of able-bodied donors, 
group members say it’s time a comprehen- 
sive national health-care policy replaced 
charitable events like the telethon. 

“Telethons are an inappropriate, de- 
meaning way to give health care,” says Jean 
Wassell, co-founder of the 17-year-old or- 
ganization. “I know it makes people feel 
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TANNED, frenzied, and count- 
ing the dough: Lewis. 


good that they’re helping somebody, but 
how does it make the recipients feel? Pity is 
an extra burden on disabled people.” 

When the front first started protesting 
the event 12 years ago, even fellow disabil- 
ity-rights groups were skeptical. But now, 
Wassell says, the group is getting support, 
and similar organizations are forming na- 
tionwide. Among them is a Chicago-based 
group, Jerry’s Orphans, founded by two 
former MDA-telethon poster children who 
claim they were abandoned by the MDA 
when they grew up and question how 
much money actually goes to help disabled 
people. 

And what is the response of the compas- 
sionate, benevolent Jerry Lewis? In the 
September issue of Vanity Fair, Lewis bitter- 
ly dismisses his detractors as ingrates. 

“I don’t give a good goddamn what they 
call it,” he told the magazine. “I’ve raised 
one billion three hundred million dollars. 
These 19 people don’t want me to do that. 
They want me to stop now? Fuck them.” 

Lewis will take to the tube this Sunday at 
9 p.m. on WCVB/Channel 5, and will an- 
nounce the final donation tally on Monday, 
Labor Day, at 6:30 p.m. Wassell’s group 
plans its protest for Monday from 10 a.m. to 
noon. 


1G-NOBLE 
BEHAVIOR 


Consider the strange case of Elaine 
Noble. 

In 1974, upon winning a seat in the 
Massachusetts House, she became a popu- 
lar symbol as the first openly lesbian or 
gay candidate in the nation to be elected to 
state office. 

In 1993, as a candidate for Cambridge 
City Council, she admitted to the state’s 
Court of Appeals that she had sent copies 
of Stephen King’s Misery to housemates of 
a former business associate, Ellen Ratner, 
and told them Ratner was a “madwoman” 
who would “hobble” them. Noble also ad- 
mitted that she’d sent out 100 anonymous 
letters to Ratner’s colleagues stating that 
Ratner was practicing therapy without a li- 
cense. Though Ratner was in the process 
of losing her license, Noble falsely claimed 
in the letters that the substance-abuse- 
treatment program she and Ratner had 
founded was being boycotted because of 
Ratner’s conduct. 

Noble says Ratner had therapy clients 
living in her home and calling her “Mom- 
my.” “Sure, it looks immature,” says No- 
ble of her actions, “but you have to put it 
in context. Somebody had to say [to the 
people living with her], “You’ve got to get 
out of there.’” 

Still, the context into which some Cam- 
bridge activists place Noble’s actions is 
slightly different. 

“On balance,” says Sue Hyde, of the 
Cambridge Lavender Alliance, a lesbian- 
and-gay group, “it’s hard to predict how 
she’s going to act at any given moment. I 
think that’s a tragedy because she’s charis-

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matic, intelligent, and has solid ideas. To 
me, this is a major flaw in her ability to 
pursue a career in public office.” 

For instance, Hyde says that after Noble 
failed to win a Lavender Alliance endorse- 
ment in 1991, she made unsubstantiated 
claims that several members of the Laven- 
der Alliance were also members of the 
North American Man/Boy Love Associa- 
tion (NAMBLA), a group that supports 
pederasty. 

“This is a tactic that’s constantly used 
by homophobes,” Hyde says. “And if this 
is how she operates, maybe she’s not a de- 
pendable political ally.” 

Noble’s response: “I think their reaction 
was really out of proportion.” 


ABITCHIN' 
PITCHER 


The oft-spouted take on the 1993 Bos- 
ton Red Sox is that they’re a likable bunch 
of solid citizens, playing for the love of the 
game, and a study in good attitude. 

But though this year’s outfit seems a re- 
freshing departure from the bellyachers of 
clubhouses past, it’s a good bet no one will 
lump closer Jeff Russell in with the team’s 
great “character” players like Andre Daw- 
son or Scott Fletcher. 

Russell, who signed as a free agent last 
winter and who’s now on the shelf with a 
badly sprained ankle, has proven to be a 
pleasant surprise — he’s saved 32 games, 
and is a big reason the Sox are still alive 
(barely) in the AL East pennant race. But 
that doesn’t mean he’s having fun doing it. 

“It’s the passing of time, really,” he told 
Sports Illustrated recently. “It’s sort of sad 
to say, but I’m just waiting for this year 
and next year to go by, really, so I don’t 
have to do this anymore.” 

Consider, too, that although Russell has 
blown only four save opportunities this 
season, his record for blaming others and 
making excuses when things go sour has 
been impressive. 

¢ After giving up two runs and three 
hits in a July 6 outing in California, Russell 
jawed with manager Butch Hobson in the 
Red Sox dugout. Seems Russell was upset 
about left-fielder Mike Greenwell’s posi- 
tioning on a hit by Angels first-baseman 
J.T. Snow: “I thought it was going to be 
caught,” Russell was quoted as saying in 
the next day’s Globe. “I turned around 
and I saw Mike racing for it, [and] I was a 
little surprised at where he was.” 

¢ The next day, after Russell blew a 
two-run lead in the ninth inning, he 
blamed “personal problems” for his inabil- 
ity to retire any of the five batters he faced. 
“I wasn’t in the game,” he said. “There are 
different things on my mind.” 

¢ On July 26 in Milwaukee, after Rus- 
sell threw a hanging curve ball to the 
Brewers’ Tom Brunansky that resulted in a 
two-out, two-run, ninth-inning home run 
(and a 3-2 Red Sox loss that ended a 10- 
game winning streak), the closer took a 
thinly veiled shot at the pitch-calling 
prowess of catcher Tony Pefia. “I threw 
him a curveball,” Russell said. “The guy 
doesn’t have fastball bat speed. When 
Tony put the signal down, I just kind of 
stuttered in my mind.”

SAMPLING 
STRAWBERRIES 


Back in the ’50s, people who wanted to 
buy a record could try it out first in the 
store’s listening booth. That long-dormant 
concept is coming back — with a high- 
tech twist. 

Strawberries music-and-video stores 
this week introduced “i.Stations” to the 
Boston market, with samples from more 
than 35,000 songs, symphonies, and sax 
solos. 

i.Stations, created by the San Francisco 
software company intouch, are sort of like 
automatic-teller jukeboxes. Listeners use a 
touch screen to make a selection. Out 
spews a 30-second sample through two 
sets of headphones (bring a date!). The 
samples are catalogued under various 
headings on a CD-ROM system. And 
they’re cross-referenced. Want to compare 
different orchestras’ versions of Gersh- 
win’s Rhapsody in Blue? No problem. 

To continue the bank-machine compari- 
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son: i.Station transactions are initiated 
when a customer pulls a personalized card 
(which is free) through the machine’s 
scanner. That scanner also reads UPC 
symbols from the store’s CDs, so that a 
browsing customer can bring a prospective 
purchase to the i.Station for a preview. 
While the customers listen, the system 
sets up an intricate database that records 
their musical tastes via the selections they 
make. Strawberries will use this informa- 
tion for direct-mail marketing. The chain 
will also receive more-general statistics 
about what their Boston customers want 
to hear. 
i.Stations are currently at the Strawber- 
ries on Washington Street at Downtown 
Crossing, on Route 9 in Framingham, and 
on the VFW Parkway in West Roxbury. 
The Kenmore Square branch should have 
i.Stations up and running by Saturday.

DEMOCRATIC 
TOE-DIPPING 


Former state senator Patricia McGovern 
is testing the waters for a possible run 
against State Treasurer Joe Malone, accord- 
ing to informed Democratic Party sources. 

Her former State House staffer, Jim Caf- 
frey, answered a phone call placed to her 
Lawrence home this past week with the 
words “the McGovern committee.” Caffrey 
referred all questions about McGovern’s po- 
litical plans to the former senator — who, 
he added, “is on vacation.” 

Malone’s recent bad press may have soft- 
ened him up for a challenge next year. Mal- 
one, a Republican, was criticized for al- 
legedly awarding contracts to investment 
firms on the basis of political connections. 
The issue was the subject of a disparaging 
report by Inspector General (and former 
Democratic state rep) Bob Cerasoli — and 
a legislative hearing convened by another 
Lawrence Democrat, State Representative 
Kevin Blanchette, who chairs the House 
Public Service Committee. Blanchette: called 
Malone’s actions a “cover-up” reminiscent 
of “Richard Nixon.” 

Malone charged Blanchette has waged a 
two-year vendetta against him because the 
state Pension Reserves Investment Manage- 
ment (PRIM) Board — chaired by Malone 
— rejected Blanchette for the director’s job. 
Last January, Blanchette lost his home in a 
foreclosure auction. Malone aides*wonder 
whether Blanchette had counted on the 
$90,000-a-year job — which went instead 
to former Republican state senator Paul 
Doane — to bail him out of his financial 
problems. 

McGovern had been rumored to be con- 
sidering a run for governor in 1994. Her 
sudden shift may indicate that leading 
Democrats are clearing a vacancy for At- 
torney General Scott Harshbarger to step 
up to the plate. Harshbarger convened a 
meeting last Wednesday night of about 
two-dozen key supporters. So far, State 
Senator Mike Barrett (D-Cambridge), 
State Representative Mark Roosevelt (D- 
Boston), and former congressman Brian 
Donnelly (D-Boston) are the only candi- 
dates actively considering a race against 
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Republican Governor Bill Weld. 

And if Harshbarger goes for it, who will 
run to succeed him as AG? At least four 
district attorneys — Bill Delahunt, of Nor- 
folk, Tom Reilly, of Middlesex, Kevin 
Burke, of Essex, and Paul Walsh, of Bristol 
— are said to be interested. Republican Ja- 
nis Berry is running for AG whether or not 
Harshbarger seeks re-election. And a po- 
tential dark-horse Democratic candidate, 
according to one pol-watcher, may be Ban- 
croft “Nick” Littlefield, a long-time aide to 
Ted Kennedy and the current chief-of-staff 
for the US Senate Judiciary Committee.

Kalifornia tries for kool 
but winds up on the highway

KALIFORNIA. Directed by Dominic

f burying the obvious in dazzling 
style is art, then Kalifornia is a 
masterpiece. In the first few min- 
utes, nothing is as it seems. A 
woman in red shoes and a mini- 
dress hitchhikes in the rain and is picked 
up by a seeming creep. A desolate wretch 
picks up a rock. A voiceover talks about a 
childhood fascination with dropping ob- 
jects off the Empire State building and 


most uncanny performance, taking the 
story’s collection of little-girl dresses, pet 
cacti, and breathless inanities and turning 
them into a portrait of injured innocence 
as compelling as a Walker Evans photo- 
graph. 

Pitt and Lewis try to take the yuppie 
poseurs — and the film — on the ride 
they deserve. The joke is that as Brian 
tours the murder sites, his newfound bud- 
dy Early is adding to them; ruthless, be- 
mused, down-to-earth, and out of his 
mind, Pitt’s Early kills with genuine style 
and electrifying horror. Counterpointed by 
Lewis’s wise infantilism, he threatens to 
propel Kalifornia into the ranks of such 
similar films as Badlands, Something Wild, 
and the upcoming True Romance. 

But their traveling companions and the 
script tame them. Although Forbes — 
looking quite Romulan despite the lack of 


killing people. A childlike waitress Star Trek: The Next Generation 
finds she’s alone in the diner witha HJ RJ BAYER make-up — brings some vinegar 


menacing stranger. Each situation, 
loaded with expectations, ends surprising- 
ly. And that’s largely due to the flair for- 
mer music-video and commercial maker 
(now first-time director) Dominic Sena 
shows for unlikely camera angles and 
movements, images distorted by flooded 
windshields, and abrupt close-ups of cock- 
roaches sizzling on a griddle. 

It’s not long, though, before everything 
grows wearily predictable, and Sena’s style 
becomes a sometimes dizzying, sometimes 
burdensome diversion. Kalifornia is a fa- 
miliar story, in fact several familiar stories. 
To begin with, there’s the “effete yuppie 
gets his or her comeuppance” scenario. 
Brian Kessler (David Duchovny) is a writ- 


| er fascinated with serial killers; his lover, 
| Carrie Laughlin (Michelle Forbes), is a 


photographer fascinated with herself. The 
two feel stuck, so they set out for Califor- 
nia to write a book about the famous mur- 
der sites they'll stop at along the way. Re- 
alizing that his knowledge of killing is lim- 
ited to libraries. Kessler is psyched by the 
prospect of firsthand experience. To write, 
he muses in the film’s deadly voiceover 
narrative, he must see beyond clichés. 
Actually, as screenwriter Tim (Revenge 
of the Nerds) Metcalfe sees it, to write is 
to re-invent clichés. Since they lack the fi- 
nancial and spiritual wherewithal to set off 


and backbone to her role, Duchovny 
can’t do a thing with the dull and bromidic 
Brian. And his banal platitudinizing proves 
the dominant sensibility of the film, which 
runs through its familiar scenarios to the 
end. There’s the comic culture clash, as 
Carrie looks askance at Early removing his 
shoe in a restaurant. There’s the male- 
bonding, alter-ego nemesis routine as the 
liberal Brian and redneck Early drink beer, 
play pool, kick the shit out of strangers, and 
shoot guns together. And there’s the in- 
evitable degeneration into the basest serial- 
killing cliché, Friday the 13th. 

Metcalfe and Sena show a lot of talent: 
the former has a knack for non-sequiturs 
and elliptical dialogue that skews conven- 
tions while celebrating them; the latter has 
an eye for absurd detail and surreal juxta- 
positions.

WESTWARD HO(LOCAUST) 


Peter Keough wrote eloquently and 
penetratingly about the films of John 
Ford (“Great American Heroes,” 
Arts, August 20). But he might have 
penetrated still further, at least in one 
direction. 

Keough accurately identifies Ford’s 
central themes — “violence and man- 
hood, freedom and responsibility, loy- 
alty and redemption.” Ford’s imagina- 
tive achievement, like any artist’s, is 
finally independent of his historical 
and political, even moral, limitations. 
But Ford made his great Westerns 
four or five decades ago, before every 
reflective American might have been 
expected to regard the conquest of 
our national territory with a good deal 
of ambivalence. Ford had some ex- 
cuse for seeing the European drive 
westward as simply “the conflict be- 
tween civilization and wilderness” 
(Keough’s phrase). We have none. 

Assume, for the sake of argument 
(I think it’s indisputable, but won’t 
argue it here), that the killing and 
dispossession of roughly 90 percent 
of the indigenous population of 
North America qualifies as genocide. 
Not, perhaps, so straightforwardly, 
unmitigatedly heinous a crime as the 
Nazi holocaust, but nonetheless one 
of history’s great calamities. If this is 
true, and if as a result no one with a 
| sane moral imagination could nowa- 

days make a film celebrating the 

heroism of the US cavalry’s “Indian 
| fighters,” and if we must nevertheless 
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admire Ford’s artistry, the shouldn’t 
we at least confess a perplexity? 

I’m not pleading for more militant 
but rather for subtler criticism. Every 
critic of Brecht and Pound, Céline 
and Lawrence, Wagner and Riefen- 
stahl, has to acknowledge the myste- 
rious co-existence in their work of 
aesthetic sublimity and moral blind- 
ness. Keough wants to give Westerns 
their due, and he’s right. But it’s not 
an irrelevance, it’s an inexhaustible 
and tragic irony, that Ford’s “great 
American heroes” were also the 
agents of an immense catastrophe.

ABOUT FACE 

Peter Keough’s accolade to Mel 
Gibson’s “integrity and genuine hu- 
manity” in the film The Man Without 
a Face (“Faceless Wonder,” Arts, Au- 
gust 27) is an unfortunate misplaced 
enthusiasm if one considers and re- 
spects the novel on which the film is 
based. 

I am clearly aware of the pitfalls of 
criticizing something for what it is 
not, but as an admirer of Isabelle 
Holland’s book (recipient of a New 
York Times award as an Outstanding 
Book of the Year in 1972) I cannot 
praise Mel Gibson’s “integrity and 
genuine humanity.” 

Mel Gibson may be less responsible 
for the lack of integrity of the film 
than Malcolm MacRury, whose 
screenplay vitiates the complex hon- 
esty of HoMand’s book, but Gibson 
has attached his name and prestige to 
this enterprise. 

I must assume that Keough has not 
read the book, for what in 1972 Hol- 
land dared to describe, and in 1993 
MacRury/Gibson failed to reveal, is 
the affectional and sexual awakening 
of a boy to homosexual love and the 
responsible behavior of a homosexual 
man responding to it. 

Keough is correct that the film’s 
“resultant exchange [between Chuck 


1993 


and Justin] is a halting awkward male- 
bonding ritual of suspicion and can- 
dor, hostility, and compassion. . . 
[and] as the two break down their mu- 
tual antipathy, their tutorial relation- 
ship grows richer and closer.” Howev- 
er, there is less to the film’s depiction 
of this relationship than “meets the 
eye” of novelist Holland’s integrity. 

MacRury/Gibson choose to omit 
Chuck’s growing self-awareness that 
he “loves” Justin McLeod, and not 
merely as a teacher or substitute fa- 
ther. It is clearly revealed in several 
swimming and sunning episodes in 
the novel, omitted from or severely 
“neutered” in the film that Chuck’s 
attraction to Justin is not only affec- 
tional but physical, a physicality that 
culminates in a sexual experience lat- 
er in the book. Although initially be- 
fuddled by this act, Chuck, several 
months later, seeks out Justin to tell 
him: “How much I loved him. I 
wasn’t afraid of saying it anymore.” 

Instead of attempting to depict this 
growth in awareness and self-identity, 
the film jousts at straw men: a suspi- 
cious police chief, a kangaroo court 
of inquiry, a “fixated” boy whose at- 
tempted suicide results in Justin’s dis- 
figuring car crash, a hysterical moth- 
er inflamed by the fear of a homosex- 
ual “molester.” None of these stereo- 
types appears in the book. 

It is tragic that, given a contempo- 
rary culture in which homosexual 
teenagers attempt or commit suicide 
at an appalling rate and accusations 
of “molestation” are trumpeted in the 
media, a film that could have offered 
a healthy model of a homosexual 
teenager and a homosexual adult in- 
teracting lovingly and responsibly 
opted instead to deny the validity of 
their very existence.

MTV’s identity crisis was 
evident from M. Howell’s report of a seminar on music video. 
“No two people attending the seminar seemed to agree on 
precisely where music video is headed.

What’s 
more, nobody wants to be left behind. Nearly all of them 
disagreed on what music video is, let alone what it should 
be. Such confusion is perhaps to be expected when a large 
group of people and a fair number of important corpora- 
tions find themselves facing what could be the most lucrative 
amalgam of art and commerce since the recording industry 
discovered that people would pay good money for LPs.” 


SOX SAGA 

15 years ago: September 5, 1978 

» Autumn has been the season of heartbreak for Red Sox 
fans ever since the Babe left Boston in an infamous trade. 
Particularly heartbreaking was 1978’s close finish to the 
loathsome Yankees. Yet the season had some bright mo- 
ments, as George Kimball reported, thanks to a certain 
hard-hitting third baseman. 

“With Sox runners at second and third, then, the 
Mariners pitched to Hobson (with Rick Burleson due up 
next) and Butch proceeded to crush the ball. It hit off the 
bleacher wall and scored two runs to win the game. Hobson 
was credited with a triple because he reached third base be- 
fore George Scott crossed the plate with the winning run.” 


FREEZE FRAME 

20 years ago: September 4, 1973 

>» Bostonians have always been proud of Beantown’s rich 
history, which has profoundly influenced the city’s culture.

“Revolution” and “Hey Jude,” written by John Lennon and 
Paul McCartney, produced by Lennon and McCartney for 
their very own company, are announcing that they remem- 
ber how to rock. The Beatles have gone so far, and yet here 
they are easily dropping back to their roots. They’ve recov- 
ered the sweaty, shouting excitement of their earlier hard 
stuff. That’s a breakthrough. Can you imagine what a live 
tour would be like with material like this? Dreams.”

If Roache is running an un- 
orthodox, high-risk campaign, 
perhaps it’s because in many 
ways he’s the most unlikely 
hopeful in the field to succeed 
Ray Flynn. 

At age 56, with 25 years in the 
Boston Police Department un- 
der his belt, the Southie High 
grad and ex-Marine comes to 
his first bid for elective office 
with a reputation as a good and 
caring guy and a checkered 
record. His eight years as Bos- 
ton Police commissioner — he 
served from 1985 until his resig- 
nation this past June to run for mayor — 
were punctuated by the Charles Stuart 
murder hoax and the report by the St. 
Clair Commission lauding “Commissioner 
Roache’s personal integrity and honesty” 
but assailing his management skills and 
calling for his ouster. All of which created 
the expectation that Roache’s exit from 
public life would coincide closely with the 
departure of his jogging partner and bene- 
factor, Ray Flynn. 

That’s why his entrance into the race 
came as something of a shock to the body 
politic, so much so that Boston Globe 
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columnist Mike Barnicle belittled Roache’s 
ambitions with a nasty parody of the 
Mickey Mouse Club theme song: 


So now it’s time to say goodbye 

To Ray who dressed him up. 

He’s off to Rome and Mick’s still here 
Left holding Raybo’s cup. 


In all fairness, the initial snickering of 
the pundit class is a little unfair to a public 
official who, by all accounts, emulated 
Flynn in two significant ways: he was a

and controversy he’s generated. Asked 
about the biggest surprisé in his maiden 
campaign, he cites the August 17 Boston 
Herald’s blown-up photo of him on page 
one next to the blaring headline: 1’LL BAN 
ABORTIONS, ROACHE VOWS. “That was kind 
of astounding,” he says, with a shake of 
the head. 

But in a year full of surprises — includ- 
ing Flynn’s unexpected departure, and the 
political resurrection of Acting Mayor Tom 
Menino — perhaps the biggest stunner is 
that it’s Mister Nice Guy who’s lit the fuse 

on what had been an 








oral campaign. That it’s 
the unassuming neigh- 
borhood healer who’s 
put the divisive wedge 
issues of race and abor- 
tion on the front burner 
in a campaign hereto- 
fore marked by wonky 
quibbling over commu- 
nity policing and 
school-based manage- 
ment. That it’s Mickey 
Roache, who vows to 
be “a listening mayor,” 
who has started the city 
shouting about values 
and “isms” in a way 
that echoes back to 
ideological candidacies 
like those of Louise 
Day Hicks and, at the 
opposite end of the 
spectrum, Mel King. 





The legacy 

“You’re going to 
need a person who is 
very familiar with this 
city — every neighbor- 
hood,” Roache tells a 
crowd gathered at 
Lombardo’s banquet 
hall, in East Boston.

tireless traveler to the city’s neighborhoods 
in times of bloodshed and crisis, and he 
consistently espoused a philosophy of 
racial equality and harmony. 

In addition, he acquired a reputation for 
being, in the words of retired Boston cop 
and Roache friend Roy Brenton, “a good, 
honest guy. When you talk to him, you 
know where he stands.” 

Now, with his emergence as the candi- 
date of the right, the former commissioner 
claims to be taken aback by the attention 


most digestible 
form, is Roache’s basic 
pitch on his record as 
Boston’s chief law-enforcement officer. 
He’s worked hard, helped clean up corrup- 
tion on the force, and spent hours listening 
to the fears and concerns of folks in the 
neighborhoods. It’s how he’d like people to 
remember him. 

But the history books may not be so 
kind. On October 23, 1989, Carol Stuart 
was murdered (her unborn child did not 
survive) and her husband, Charles, was 
badly wounded. The crime triggered mas-

that Stuart described. 

When Stuart leaped to his death and his hoax unraveled, 
the national press — from Nightline to Newsweek — de- 
scended on Boston to examine how the media and law-en- 
forcement community had been hoodwinked into rounding 
up Willie Bennett. It was not one of the city’s prouder mo- 
ments. 

“We haven’t had one question about it in the neighbor- 
hoods,” says Roache about the Stuart case. Asked if he 
ever saw the CBS made-for-TV movie on the Stuart case, 
Roache says no, but shakes his head angrily at one scene 
he heard about. “They showed [police on] horses tram- 
pling people,” he says, incredulously. The real story behind 
the Stuart case, he explains, will be one of the subjects in- 
cluded in a book he frequently talks about writing. 

Two years after the Stuart case, a blue-ribbon panel led 
by Hale and Dorr attorney James St. Clair released a 139-

page report on the Boston Police Department that cited 
departmental “turf wars,” a “profound lack of teamwork, 
communication, and coordination,” and “poor morale.” 
The panel concluded that “Commissioner Roache has 
failed to develop and articulate a shared vision or strategic 
plan to guide the Department’s operation. . . . We believe 
Boston needs a new leader to implement major changes in 
its police department.” 

In the days immediately after the January 1992 release of 
the St. Clair report, Flynn stood by his man, insisting he’d 
canvassed the neighborhoods and found support for his 
embattled commissioner. Roache, for his part, says the St.

Clair report must be seen “in the context of eight and a half 
years of Mickey Roache. Mickey Roache ran a good de- 
partment. He took a department that had been investigated 
by the FBI and the New England Organized Crime Strike 
Task Force. . . . So immediately, I dealt with a federal 
probe into corruption. I began aggressive hiring. . . . I took 
a department that was 15 percent minority and brought it 
up to 25 percent minority.” 

Asked how he felt about the panel’s call for his scalp, 
Roache says that his years commanding the Community 
Disorders Unit and being exposed to what he calls “the 
most evil kind of crime you can think of” — racially moti- 
vated hate crimes — created a layer of emotional callus 
that helped him weather the storm. 

“I’ve been building up a tremendous tolerance toward 
pain and agony and frustration,” he says. “Pain and fatigue 
have been my constant companions for 15 years.” 

In this campaign, Roache’s record has been fair game 
for foes — most notably the other candidate with a law-en- 
forcement background, Suffolk County Sheriff Bob Rufo. 
Rufo has blasted the department for archaic practices like 
“collecting data on the back of matchbooks” and has 
ridiculed Roache for “ducking rocks” on national TV dur- 
ing the racial mini-riot at South Boston High School in 
May. 

The first Rufo-campaign ad, a crime spot that portrayed 
the city as unsafe and the police as inept at tracking down 
fugitives, prompted the first serious Roache counter-punch 
of the campaign. 

In an angry letter to Rufo, Roache asserted, “Boston had 
the lowest number of serious crimes in 20 years in 1992,” 
and expressed his outrage that the ad had insulted the 
“men and women of the Boston Police department” and 
“exploited people’s fears for political purposes.” 

Rufo didn’t yank the spot. But for the first time in the

race, Roache found himself the center of 
attention. 


Roache to the right 

Asked about his top priorities as mayor, 
Roache says, “I would do everything hu- 
manly possible to keep the city together, to 
continue to make progress in the area of 
race relations.” 

For those familiar with the former com- 
missioner, the call for racial healing is a 
mantra they’ve heard many times. As a 
young man, Roache says he was deeply in- 
fluenced by the Supreme Court’s 1954 
Brown v. Board of Education decision de- 
segregating public schools. “Then I went 
to the Marine Corps,” he recalls. “I saw 
some tough beatings of black kids at Parris 
Island.” At a candidate forum at the Hynes 
Convention Center, he reacts emotionally 
to a question about the perception of the 
city as racially troubled, asserting that 
racial discord is the single most important 
hurdle to be surmounted.

Many observers believe Roache had es- 
tablished a real rapport with minority resi- 
dents. “He was always there,” says his 
press spokesman, Vin Loporchio, who 
worked for the department before joining 
the campaign. “I’ve been with him dozens 
of times at 12:30 in the morning on Blue 
Hill Avenue and other parts of the minori- 
ty community dealing with tragedies.” 

Yet only a few days after the radio pro- 
gram, Roache declared his intent to chal- 
lenge affirmative-action hiring for police, 
separating himself from the rest of the 
field and angering some of his former al- 
lies in the black community. 

“I don’t like labels,” says Roache. “Like 
all human beings, I have different views 
of many different topics.” But since an 
August 16 manifesto in which Roache 
stated, “I believe that we should restore 
values and stop the liberal bull,” he has 
sounded like Pat Buchanan and Dan 
Quayle — particularly with his call for 
“basic values,” a kissing cousin of the 
GOP’s politically loaded 1992 “family 
values” theme. 

“The family in the late ’40s and ’50s 
that I remember went to church, all stuck 
together. You had an extended family,” he

Over the years, this son of Southie has 
taken some heat for his progressive view 
of race relations. The now-defunct South 
Boston Marshal — a repository of raw 
bigotry — heaped abuse on the “Roache- 
men,” as it referred to the police, insist- 
ing they were “only allowed to protect 
blacks. Only blacks have civil rights.” And 
to this day, Roache cites as one of his 
proudest achievements the peace and qui- 
et with which Boston greeted the first 
verdict acquitting the LA police officers 
who beat Rodney King. “I set the tone,” 
he says, recalling the mood on the streets 
that night. “There were to be no helmets 
and no batons.” 

In fact, there are times when Roache 
sounds more like a social worker than a 
cop; he connects issues like education and 
youth violence. “The challenge for us,” he 
tells a group of locals in Brighton’s Dis- 
trict 14 police station, “is that the child be 
healthy first — psychologically and physi- 
cally. . . . I'll put together a group of peo- 
ple who are committed to the children.” 

On another occasion, he talks softly of a 
“supreme being” not judging troubled 
youngsters too harshly. “I think the 
biggest problem,” he adds, “is that a lot of 
people don’t come into this world with a 
shot.” 

On August 25, during an appearance on 
David Brudnoy’s WBZ Radio talk show, 
the phone lines are opened up and some 
partisans begin to slam Roache from the 
right. Why didn’t the police move more ag- 
gressively against AIDS activists who tossed 
condoms at a group of priests? Didn’t you 
support mandated integrated public hous- 
ing? The callers get ugly. One refers to an 
issue Roache addressed earlier in the 
evening when asked how he felt about the 
city’s affirmative-action hiring practices. 

Though acknowledging that “it would 
be a goal. . . to get to a level playing 
field,” Roache had seemed basically satis- 
fied with the affirmative-action policy in 
his old shop. “If we did not have a diverse 
police department,” he’d said, “I’m not 
sure we would have gotten through Rod- 
ney King.” 


remembers, wistfully. “You probably 
couldn’t replicate that kind of family . . . 
[but] I think we’ll realize at some point 
that there’s nothing the matter with having 
discipline in our lives, teaching our chil- 
dren to have some control over their own 
bodies.” 

Explaining his position against the distri- 
bution of condoms in schools, Roache says, 
“I don’t think I’m being a prude. I don’t 
think it’s because I’m a kid of the ’50s. .. . 
Why don’t we give everybody a knife and a 
gun? Go out and protect yourself.” 

Discussing his opposition to publicly 
funded abortions at BCH, Roache seems 
caught between economics and ideology. 
He sees the abortion rate as a symptom of 
“moral decay,” but at the same time says, 
“We can’t have people coming into the 
hospital that are not sick at the taxpayers’ 
expense.” 

Roache’s opponents believe his hard line 
on “basic values” is really a desperate 
search for votes among the old-line con- 
servatives in neighborhoods ranging from 
Southie to West Roxbury. 

“It’s a calculated move to find a base,” 
says Bill Lee, a spokesman for State Rep- 
resentative Jim Brett, a pro-life cultural 
conservative widely viewed as the target of 
Roache’s strategy. “Not only is it not hurt- 
ing us, it’s hurting him.” 

Adds Rufo press aide John Kellogg: 
“This has had a slightly hysterical tone to 
it. Mickey’s known as being a man with a 
big heart. The sharp, wild rhetoric is at 
odds with that.” 

One can only speculate on what has mo- 
tivated Roache’s ideological jihad. But not 
far beneath the surface lurks a class re- 
sentment that occasionally bubbles to the 
top. When, in the midst of a barrage of 
unfriendly and, most likely, planted calls to 
the radio show, one resident throws the 
St. Clair report in Roache’s face, he grows 
exasperated.

them ever got hit with a baseball bat, shot at, vomited on.” 
When a woman attacks him by claiming that a no-abor- 

tion policy at the city hospital disproportionately hurts 

poor women who can’t afford trips to private clinics, 

Roache snaps back: “I’m not even sure you can talk about 

poverty. I can, because I was a poor kid.” 


The unorthodox candidate 

A number of candidates are on hand to meet and greet 
the celebrants during an Italian pride festival in South Bos- 
ton. As the band plays on, Rosaria Salerno cuts a mean rug 
to the music while Chris Lydon eagerly works the crowd. 
Eyeing a group of citizens seated in front of the bandstand, 
an aide prods the former commissioner to plunge in. He’s 
a bit reluctant, though. “I don’t want to spoil their 
evening,” he says quietly. 

Across town, at West Roxbury’s Draper Field, it seems 
that Roache — pressed up against the backstop — would 
rather watch the softball game than pump some flesh. 
“Nice poke,” he yells, after someone smacks a long hit, be- 
fore instinctively grabbing a softball and practicing his 
pitching delivery. It looks like he’s dying to get in on the 
action. 

Visiting with a long-time friend in the Keltic Korner 
Food Store around the corner from his childhood home in 
Southie, Roache gets lost in a youthful reverie. Bending 
down and leaning forward, he demonstrates how, as a kid, 
he used to guide a makeshift sled down hilly East Third 
Street after the other kids had jumped on behind him. “Re- 
member?” he asks. “We used to call it piling on.” 

If you get the idea that Roache is something of a differ- 
ent candidate, you’d be right. He may also be the first one 
in history not to put forth even one complaint about the 
press, insisting that “the media’s been very fair to me.. . 
very fair and balanced.” 

Such atypical behavior breeds speculation about why and 
how Roache got into the race in the first place. One popular 
and sufficiently Machiavellian theory is that he was shoved 
into the ring by Flynn to take conservative votes away from 
Brett and deny the state representative — an ally of Senate 
President William Bulger, a sworn Flynn foe — the mayor’s 
chair. There was even one early story that Brett offered to 
keep Roache in the commissioner’s job if he stayed out of 
the fray, a charge denied by Brett, but not by Roache. 

Roache is mildly annoyed at all this theorizing. “This is 
America,” he says. “I got in for the right reasons. .. . I 
think it was a combination of people asking me if I would

Climbing up and down the 

old three-deckers in the baking midday sun, Roache 

doesn’t spend one second talking issues to those who an- 

swer his knock. Instead, there’s easy chatter about the old 

days, questions about relatives and acquaintances, and 

more “God blesses” than you’ll get in a month of Sundays 
in church. 

“You're from South Boston, that’s for sure,” says one 
beaming 83-year old woman, vowing her support. 

“What's your name? You look familiar,” shouts one resi- 
dent from a window. “I used to work for you,” responds 
the ex-commissioner, using one of his favorite lines. 

Roache seems genuinely energized by the positive recep- 
tion in what should be the friendliest of neighborhoods. 
But one storekeeper offers an admonition. 

“Nice guys come out on the bottom,” she warns. “You 
know that.” 

Thus far, there is every expectation that Roache will 
come out on or near the bottom when the preliminary 
votes are counted. But that doesn’t seem to faze a candi- 
date whose attitude is reflected by the drawing on the wall 
of his South Boston headquarters. A big stork has a small 
frog in its mouth and is preparing to swallow it, but the 
frog’s two long legs have managed to lock around the 
bird’s neck. “Never give up,” reads the caption. 

It’s a determination shared by some of his supporters. 
“They may not have a sign up in their yard, but when they 
see him... ,” says one Roache fan, waiting for the candi- 
date to show at a South Boston fundraiser at Curran’s Pub. 
“That’s what they call the silent majority.” 

That term, eerily enough, conjures up Richard Nixon’s 
divisive campaign strategy, from which Roache seems to be 
borrowing. Exploit the hot-button social issues, trash liber- 
als, and drive a wedge between us and them. If that strate- 
gy backfires, it may be because mayoral races are not ideo- 
logical affairs (“There’s no Democratic or Republican way 
to plow the snow,” quips DiCara) or because Roache is ill- 
suited to play that card. 

Like the storekeeper said: Mickey Roache — unlike 
Nixon — really is a nice guy. Q

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Timilty’s trials 


Jurors are starting to rebel 
against prosecutorial abuses

t’s the centerpiece of practically ev- 

ery trial involving a public official 

or prominent business figure: a pa- 

rade of witnesses takes the stand, 

each describing how he and the de- 
fendant conspired to break the law. The 
witnesses have already cut deals to serve 
little or no time behind bars. The defen- 
dant, meanwhile, faces a lengthy stretch in 
prison, even though the crime he’s 
charged with may be no worse — and may 
even be less serious — than what the wit- 
nesses themselves have done. 

There are signs, though, that juries are 
starting to rebel against this and other 
questionable prosecutorial tactics. The lat- 
est example is the case of former state sen- 
ator Joseph Timilty, a three-time Boston 
mayoral candidate who earlier this year 
was found guilty of conspiracy to commit 
bank fraud. 

Several weeks ago one of 
the jurors, Hank Pasquerel- 
la, of Charlestown, wrote to 
US District Judge Rya Zobel 
urging leniency for Timilty 
and his co-defendant, Ed- 
ward Macarelli, a loan origi- 
nator for the John Hancock 
Mortgage Company. The 
case involved a scheme to 
obtain bank financing for a 
real-estate project by mis- 
representing the credit-wor- 
thiness of the borrowers. 

Pasquerella wrote to Zo- 
bel that he believed the only 
reason Timilty and Macarelli 
were tried rather than the 
witnesses who testified 
against them was that the 
two had shown a “reluc- 
tance and inability to turn 
informer on their friends 
and colleagues.” Timilty and 
Macarelli, he continued, 
committed “no more wrong 
and no worse wrong than 
the government witnesses.” 
It was only “with great re- 
luctance,” Pasquerella 
added, that he had “finally 
cast” his vote for a guilty 
verdict. 

This past Tuesday Judge 
Zobel, though claiming to 
ignore what she called “the 
rat-fink factor,” nonetheless undercut the 
prosecution’s recommendation of 21-to- 
27-month sentences for both men by or- 
dering them to serve four months apiece. 

Jurors also reacted against the tactics 
federal prosecutors used in last month’s 
acquittal of Chelsea Police Captain Leo 
“Buddy” McHatton. He was cleared of 
bribery and racketeering charges, and was 
convicted only of tax offenses, to which he 
had admitted on the witness stand. Maybe 
the jurors didn’t believe all the witnesses 
who testified against McHatton, since 
many of them were rewarded with ex- 
tremely short sentences for their own cor- 
rupt behavior. Maybe they refused to con- 
vict out of disgust at the government's tac- 
tics. Maybe it was a little bit of both. 

This popular rebellion against prosecu- 
torial techniques that have become endem- 
ic (although not limited) to white-collar 
cases, particularly in federal court, is not 
restricted to Massachusetts. 

After Robert Altman was acquitted in 
the BCCI case, recently concluded in New 
York state court, District Attorney Robert 
Morgenthau was criticized for not living

up to the hype that preceded the trial. In 
this case, the failed celebrity hunt for Alt- 
man and his mentor, Washington power- 
broker Clark Clifford, threatens to derail 
an important bank-fraud investigation. 
And it was the tactics Morgenthau learned 
in his days as a federal prosecutor (he was 
the US attorney in Manhattan before win- 
ning election as DA) that helped doom the 
case. 

One juror was quoted in news reports as 
saying he was aghast at the prosecution’s 
paying one of the BCCI witnesses, Imran 
Imam, $100,000 to testify against Altman. 
“I can’t justify my tax dollars spent that 
way,” said the juror, “especially if they’re 
going to convict an innocent man.” The 
jurors also learned that Morgenthau had 
tried to find a job at Merrill Lynch for 
Imam, for whom 100 large and immunity 
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TIMILTY ‘ase “no worse wrong than the 
government witnesses,” a juror wrote. 


from prosecution apparently were not 
enough. 

Imagine if Altman’s lawyer, Gustave 
Newman, had paid a witness. He’d be cel- 
ebrating his victory in a prison cell. 

Although the BCCI fiasco was played 
out in a state court, the bigger problem is 
in the federal courts, where questionable 
and abusive tactics have proliferated. Af- 
ter all, few states can afford a six-figure 
payoff. 

And though Imam was enticed by the 
carrot of money and jobs, a far more com- 
mon means of achieving witness coopera- 
tion is the stick of indictment and long 
prison terms. Under the six-year-old fed- 
eral sentencing guidelines, about the only 
way a defendant can get a less-than-draco- 
nian sentence is through the prosecutor’s 
informing the sentencing judge that the 
defendant has rendered “substantial assis- 
tance” in the investigation and prosecution 
of a crime. Putting such a premium on the 
prosecutor’s unfettered judgment exacer- 
bates the danger that a witness who wants 
leniency will be disposed not only to “sing” 
but to “compose” as well. 

A decade ago, before the sentencing 
guidelines were enacted, such deals were

still rare enough to shock judges. An early 
example was the drug prosecution of one 
Kevin R. Dailey, in Boston. The prosecu- 
tion entered into a written agreement with 
a witness: the government would recom- 
mend a sentence reduction “depending 
principally upon the value to the Govern- 
ment of the defendant’s cooperation,” with 
the value to be determined at the govern- 
ment’s “sole discretion.” Similar agree- 
ments were made with two additional wit- 
nesses. 

US District Judge Joseph Tauro, now 
chief judge for the Boston district, de- 
nounced the agreements as an invitation 
to perjury; he excluded all three witnesses 


somewhat reluctantly reversed Tauro, 
claiming that though it “share[d] the con- 
cern and uneasiness of the district court 
over the coercive potential of these plea 
agreements,” nonetheless “the risk of per- 
jury” was “not so great” that the Consti- 
tution required met the testimony be 
stricken. 

Since the new convantitig guidelines 
were enacted, only the rare judge has pub- 
licly admitted “concern and uneasiness.” 
Had Congress or the courts rejected this 
technique years ago, when it was used pri- 
marily against alleged drug dealers, it like- 
ly would not have been codified. 

* 

The Department of Justice’s arsenal is 

not limited to reduced sentences for coop- 
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erative witnesses. Other methods have also 
become standard in recent years. Togeth- 
er, these techniques threaten everyone’s 
liberty — but especially those who gain 
prominence and visibility in business and 
politics. They include: 

> Targeting defendants rather than 
crimes. Prosecutors intent on making a 
name for themselves start by targeting an 
individual and then initiating a saturation 
investigation of that person’s life in search 
of some misstep. Since federal laws and 
regulations now cover virtually every as- 
pect of public and private life, and since 
the line between civil and criminal viola- 
tions has become increasingly vague, it’s 
easy to pin something on just about any- 
one. 

The old-fashioned approach was to see 
where the evidence would lead after it was 
learned that a crime had been committed. 
The dangers of reversing the process by 
first targeting an individual were noted 
more than a half-century ago by Attorney 
General Robert Jackson, who later served 
on the US Supreme Court: “With the law 
books filled with a great assortment of 
crimes, a prosecutor stands a fair chance 
of finding at least a technical violation of 
some act on the part of almost anyone.” 
Jackson decried the practice of “picking 
the man and then searching the law 
books.” 

A generation later, one of Jackson’s suc- 
cessors, Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy, targeted the reviled and feared 
labor leader James Hoffa to oust him from 
the presidency of the Teamsters. (A condi- 
tion of Hoffa’s parole, in 1971 — that he 
not again seek the presidency of the 
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Teamsters — is proof that the government 
was more interested in destroying Hoffa as 
a labor leader than in prosecuting him for 
crimes he may have committed.) 

Kennedy conducted a successful cam- 
paign of public vilification against Hoffa, 
including congressional hearings, before 
criminal proceedings were ever brought, 
and few criticized his trampling upon civil 
liberties in pursuit of his quarry. Kenne- 
dy’s successors, buoyed by the failure of 
the courts, the media, and the public to 
protest the use of such tactics against 
Hoffa and other unsavory characters, 
have since turned the weapon on the rest 
of us. 
> Trading up. One way to obtain testimo- 
ny against a pre-selected target is to “trade 
up.” Lower-echelon people, threatened 
with indictment because they are vulnera- 
ble and have fewer resources with which to 
defend themselves, are offered a free pass 
if they testify against their superiors. If 
they refuse, they are indicted and risk im- 
prisonment. Thus, associating with impor- 
tant people may be nearly as dangerous as 
being important. 

Many observers suspect that Lawrence 
Walsh, independent counsel in the Iran- 
contra case, brought perjury charges 
against Ronald Reagan’s Defense secre- 
tary, Caspar Weinberger, in large part to 
elicit testimony against former attorney 
general Edwin Meese, or perhaps even 
Reagan. Walsh brought a murky charge 
against former assistant secretary of State 
Elliott Abrams mainly to obtain testimony 
against George Bush. In these cases, the 
ploy didn’t work, because Bush pardoned 
Weinberger in the twilight of his presiden- 
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cy, and Abrams, who pleaded guilty to a 
misdemeanor, was given probation by a 
sympathetic judge. 

One wonders what threats and induce- 

ments are being directed at former House 
postmaster Robert Rota, who pleaded 
guilty to embezzlement and conspiracy 
and is now “cooperating” with the Justice 
Department in its campaign against US 
Representative Dan Rostenkowski (D- 
Illinois), chairman of the powerful House 
Ways and Means Committee. These tac- 
tics are equal-opportunity victimizers: 
they hit Democrats and Republicans 
alike. 
» Racketeering prosecutions. If the law 
books were “filled with a great assortment 
of crimes” in Robert Jackson’s day, they 
are now overflowing. A plethora of vague, 
obscure, counterintuitive, and infinitely 
malleable federal statutes is often used to 
criminalize rather ordinary and accepted 
practices; these statutes are more a trap 
for the unwary innocent than for the true 
scoundrel. 

Some of these laws allow prosecutors to 
pile up a series of arguably minor viola- 
tions to make the ultimate mountain out of 
molehills. One of the worst is the Racke- 
teer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations 
(RICO) statute, passed by Congress in 
1970. Virtually any two minor state or fed- 
eral violations can be transmogrified into a 
“racketeering” scheme. 

In RICO prosecutions, the rules of evi- 
dence are relaxed, there are few con- 
straints on what prosecutors may do, and 
penalties are severe. Asset-forfeiture pro- 
visions lead to confiscation of a defen- 
dant’s property. Recent legislation and 
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court decisions have enabled prosecutors 
to freeze assets prior to trial, depriving a 
defendant of the resources he needs to 
defend himself. So much for the pre- 
sumption of innocence and the right to 
counsel. 

In the prosecution of General Manuel 

Noriega, for instance, the former Panama- 
nian leader’s lawyers had to fight to free 
up sufficient funds for even a modest de- 
fense effort. An asset freeze at 
the start of the RICO prosecu- 
tion against Princeton/Newport 
Partners and its officers, meant 
to pressure the firm’s principals 
into rolling over on Drexel Burn- 
ham Lambert in a celebrated in- 
sider-trading case, forced P/N 
into bankruptcy. The guilty ver- 
dict against the firm was thrown 
out on appeal — a Pyrrhic victo- 
ry, since P/N had been wiped 
out. Because Drexel by then had 
been destroyed without P/N’s as- 
sistance, the government did not 
even bother to re-try the defen- 
dants. 
» Hostage-taking. Federal pros- 
ecutors in the Michael Milken 
case (in which I was counsel at a 
later stage) gratuitously indicted 
Michael’s brother Lowell, who 
was, like Michael, an employee of 
Drexel Burnham Lambert. The 
charges against Lowell were dis- 
missed after — and, according to 
the terms of the plea-bargain, be- 
cause — the more-well-known 
brother pleaded guilty. 

More recently, the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission (SEC) accused in- 
vestor Edward R. Downe of running an 
insider-trading ring. The Wall Street Jour- 
nal reported that Downe “was prepared to 
battle the government until federal prose- 
cutors and SEC lawyers began interview- 
ing his daughter and wife, and then raised 
the specter of indicting his son.” Downe 
plea-bargained. 

And Senator David Durenberger (R- 
Minnesota), indicted in April for alleged 
expense-account violations, has charged 
that prosecutors offered to drop the 
charges against his lawyer and business 
partner if he would plead guilty. 
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» The criminalizing of business. The 
definition of what constitutes a white-col- 
lar crime expanded enormously during the 
1980s as a result of legislative, executive, 
and judicial action. This was one develop- 
ment on which liberals and conservatives 
— as long as they were part of the govern- 
ment — agreed. 

Ironically, while the Reagan and Bush 
administrations were pledging to get gov-

ernment off the backs of the people and 
free the economy from its regulatory 
shackles, the hounds at the Justice Depart- 
ment, the Office of Thrift Supervision, the 
SEC, and other agencies were terrorizing 
businesspeople. Prosecutions were 
brought for practices that had long been 
considered aggressive but legitimate — 
and that in more civilized times might have 
been tested in civil proceedings. 

Thus, disputes involving claims of 
breach of contract, price discrimination, 
insider trading, or other predatory prac- 
tices, which previously would have been 
restricted to a court proceeding between 
the parties — or, at most, government 
regulatory review — are now fodder for 
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the prosecutor. Actions by a single compa- 
ny employee have led to criminal charges 
against an entire company. By so expand- 
ing the definition of business crime, prose- 
cutors have been able to pin indictments 
and convictions on people to whom it did 
not even occur that they might be commit- 
ting a crime.

tween civil proceedings and criminal 
prosecutions. For the same alleged of- 
fense, the SEC, for example, can haul a 
defendant into court seeking injunctive 
relief and money damages, while the Jus- 
tice Department weighs in with an indict- 
ment. The defendant is forced to make 
excruciating tactical judgments and 
choose between defending his assets or 
his liberty. 

Another increasingly common tactic is 
for state and federal authorities to issue 
separate, though overlapping, indict- 
ments. This is what happened in the Clif- 
ford/Altman case. A New York statute 
prohibits the state from trying defendant 
after he has been convicted co: substantial- 
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ly the same offense in federal court. (Mas- 
sachusetts lacks such a statute.) As a re- 
sult, the state got the first crack at Alt- 
man. Now Altman has to sweat while the 
feds decide whether to put him through 
the wringer again. It’s the white-collar 
equivalent of what happened to the LA 
cops involved in the Rodney King case, in 
which two officers acquitted in state court 
of beating King are now headed to prison 
after being found guilty in feder- 
al court of essentially the same 
charge — in the federal case, 
they were convicted of violating 
King’s civil rights by beating 
him. 

In view of the Fifth Amend- 
ment’s prohibition against dou- 
ble jeopardy, you might wonder 
why a person can be prosecuted 
twice for the same crime. In 
1959 the US Supreme Court ap- 
proved dual prosecutions by the 
state and federal governments, 
on the basis of what it dubbed 
the “separate sovereigns” doc- 
trine. Congress has not seen fit 
to pass a law prohibiting such 
prosecutions.

Civil libertarians have long 
warned that to allow abusive tac- 
tics against certifiably bad people 
is to invite their eventual use 
against everyone. 

Producers of sexually explicit 
magazines and movies have been 
prosecuted in multiple jurisdic- 
tions for decades. Not surprisingly, there 
has been no outcry from politicians, the 
business community, or the public. RICO 
was first used against the Mafia, and as- 
set-forfeiture made its debut against drug 
dealers — two classes of people whose de- 
fense is unpopular. 

Now the shoe is on everyone’s foot. 
Though the unease of jurors in the Tim- 
ilty case — and what amounted to jury 
rebellion in the trials of Buddy McHatton 
and Robert Altman — are encouraging 
developments, they’re no substitute for a 
Supreme Court and a set of laws that 
protect the constitutional rights of every 
citizen, no matter how unpopular or 
loathsome.

hey are the Permanent 

Campaign, the political 

operatives who — like 

migrant workers — 

appear again and again 

| in Massachusetts poli- 

; tics. They are the cam- 

paign managers and 

the TV-ad wizards, the 

field organizers and the 

pollsters, the fundrais- 

ers and the press secre- 

taries, the schedulers 

and the advance spe- 

cialists. The names and messages of the 

candidates change, but the players be- 

hind them return, election after elec- 
tion, in a campaign without end. 

In the 1993 Boston mayoral race 
alumni from the campaigns of former 
mayors Kevin White and Ray Flynn — 
and from those of challengers like Joe 
Timilty, Mel King, Dennis Kearney, 
and Bob Kiley (remember him?) — 
have re-emerged in key roles. 

And though the best of the movers 
and shakers are on their guard against 
the temptation to fight old wars, you 
can see in their tactics and strategies 
the ghosts of campaigns past. Like the 
candidates they serve, they have records 
to run on, providing an indication of 
what we might expect in this and future 
campaigns. 

Every campaign has its old salts, 
who’ve made their names in the topsy- 
turvy business of winning and losing 
elections, and its Young Turks, who reg- 
ularly rewrite the book on how to win. 

“In Boston,” says veteran Massachu- 
setts political operative Jim King, 
“there is an ethos that political consult- 
ing is a respectable thing to do. Parents 
will introduce their kids as political 
consultants.” 

“Everybody gambles on something 
— a lottery ticket, bingo, the races,” 
adds King, who has stood at the right 
hand of Massachusetts political giants 
with names like Kennedy, Dukakis, 
Tsongas, and Kerry. “In a campaign, 
you have the opportunity to set the 
agenda through daily action. There’s 
the real enjoyment and excitement of 
the chase. It is the original cut and 
thrust. That’s what it’s about.” 


The incumbent's playground 

Ed Jesser, a senior adviser to Acting 
Mayor Tommy Menino, holds court on 
an August evening at Doyle’s Pub, in 
Jamaica Plain, a favorite haunt for op- 
eratives and reporters. Jesser began his 
political career at the age of eight, 
working the back of a sound truck for 
John F. Kennedy’s 1950 congressional 
campaign. 

Forty-three years later, Jesser is in 

the driver’s seat. August 1993 was a 
good month for this product of Ward 7, 
Precinct 9. His candidate and long-time 
buddy, Menino, has taken the reins at 
City Hall and emerged as the surprise 
pace-setter of the 93 campaign. 

Jesser’s mayoral-campaign experi- 
ence goes back the 1959 election of 
John Powers. And he was a key figure 
in the 1971 and 1975 campaigns of Joe 
Timilty. 

In the business of political consulting and reporting, 
Jesser is a national legend. He was the Massachusetts 
press secretary for George McGovern’s presidential cam- 
paign in ’72, national press secretary for Sargent Shriv- 
er’s abortive presidential campaign in ’76, a press and 
field operative for Jimmy Carter later in ’76 and again in 
’80, and he served in the Carter White House. Last year, 
Jesser was political director for Paul Tsongas’s presiden- 
tial campaign. 

Jesser’s fellow Menino-and-Timilty adviser, Bob 
“Skinner” Donahue, vividly remembers the 1975 mayoral 
race, when Timilty came within 7500 votes of ousting the 
incumbent, Kevin White. “The best race I’ve ever seen,” 
says Donahue. What made it such a tough fight, adds 
Jesser, was White’s skillful use of his incumbency. 

“In 1975,” says Jesser, “the mayoral power was used 
to its utmost, day in and day out, in a very effective way. 
Kevin White’s organization was strictly first-rate. 

“For example, the elderly is a tremendous vote. John 
and Agnes, who live in an elderly-housing project some- 
where in West Roxbury, would be picked up at their 
door, driven in a van, treated as semi-royalty, put on a 
boat, and taken to Thompson’s Island. There would be 
one band entertaining them going out, another band en- 
tertaining them going back. 

“It was paid for by federal grants to the city for the el- 
derly. But the fact was that Kevin White was the reason 
they were there. They were goddamn well made to know 
that. But they didn’t overdo it. They kept it mayoral. 
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“It was the city of Boston enhancing the life of the el- 
derly. We took our shots at it, but what were we going to 
say? Leave ’em in their room? Say you shouldn’t do any- 
thing for the elderly?” 

The 1993 candidates running against Menino now find 
themselves suffering under Menino’s masterful use of in- 
cumbency much the way that Jesser, Donahue, and 
Menino (who was a Timilty staffer) suffered at the hands 
of White’s. As acting mayor, Menino has set the agenda 
for most of the last month, handing out grants of state 
and federal money in the neighborhoods, announcing 
new city policies, freezing water rates, funding new pro- 
grams, and putting out press releases about his every act. 
That’s the message communicated by Menino’s first TV 
ad, which features a montage of headlines extolling the 
short record of the acting mayor. 

“If the people of Boston go to the polls thinking that 
he’s the real mayor,” says one Boston political consultant 
who is unaffiliated with any of the campaigns, “they may 
think they’re re-electing him.” 


The air war 

If Menino has laid claim to City Hall, then Sheriff Bob 
Rufo has declared ownership of the airwaves. He did it 
by using some of his half-million-dollar war chest to put 
a tough-on-crime ad on TV last month, and to air a sub- 
sequent ad that tickled some of his opponents for having 
“small staffs, tiny budgets, and no heavy lifting.” 

That second ad, titled “Heat,” features three umbrellas 


on a beach with logos representing the 
Lydon, Brett, and Salerno campaigns. 
Whoever is behind those umbrellas is 
portrayed as lobbing beach balls into 
the air while the waves roll back and 
forth and a lone seagull twitches 
above. “One candidate knows real 
heat,” says the announcer. “Bob Rufo 
handles a large staff, big budget, and 
plenty of pressure.” 

Rufo’s media consultant is Dan 
Payne, 49, the most experienced tele- 
vision producer in this campaign. He’s 
made ads for Michael Dukakis, John 
Kerry, Kevin White, Bob Drinan, and 
others — 20 years’ worth of Demo- 
cratic candidates. He takes issue with 
the conventional wisdom that this 
campaign is a ground war to be fought 
in the neighborhoods rather an air war 
to be fought on the airwaves. 

“They say this isn’t a campaign 
that’s going to be won on television,” 
says Payne. “I’m sorry, but you vote 
for everybody else that way. You make 
every other decision in your life based 
on television. Why are you pretending 
that you’re not going to vote for may- 
or on that basis?” 

Payne’s experience may provide an 
important benefit to Rufo. The sudden 
exit of Ray Flynn thrust this race on a 
public and on politicians who had not 
been preparing for a major campaign. 
Normally, when a political bigfoot like 
Flynn leaves the scene, the exit is an- 
ticipated long in advance. Politicians 
sometimes spend years jockeying for 
position. 

This time, everyone had only 26 
weeks to get his or her act together, 
which makes it very different from the 
hotly contested mayoral races of ’75 
and ’83. The only recent example of 
this kind of race in Massachusetts 
came in 1984, when US Senator Paul 
Tsongas announced his sudden retire- 
ment due to cancer. The winner was 
John Kerry, whose media consultant 
was Dan Payne. (Salerno media con- 
sultant Ken Swope handled advertis- .. 
ing in that race for Jim Shannon.) 

In addition to Kerry in ’84, Payne 
has twice won short-term campaigns 
like this. In 1974, when US Repre- 
sentative Gerald Ford was named 
vice-president, Payne, along with 
strategist John Marttila and pollster 
Tom Kiley, was tapped to help 
Democrat Dick VanderVeen run for 
Ford’s seat. 

“We had only six weeks to get to 
know the guy and put together a cam- 
paign,” recalls Payne. The young polit- 
ical consultants decided to make it a 
referendum on Richard Nixon’s in- 
cumbency in the White House, and 
won a surprise victory. 

More recently, in 1988, when the 
mayor of Pittsburgh died suddenly, 
71-year-old city councilor Sophie 
Masloff had the mayor’s office thrust 
upon her. Payne was hired to direct 
the media for her 1989 mayoral cam- 
paign, and she won. 

Also aiding Rufo as an unpaid ad- 
viser is UMass journalism professor 
Ralph Whitehead, a nationally respect- 
ed political analyst and strategist. 
Payne and Whitehead are veterans of that legendary 
1975 Kevin White campaign, in which Whitehead served 
as press secretary. 

“There’s no pre-existing model for this campaign,” 
says Whitehead. “Everybody is in a state of mild shock.” 


infantry battalions 

Whereas the Rufo and Menino campaigns have so far 
piloted the air war, the other two first-tier candidates 
have flexed their muscles below radar. Until last week, 
neither City Councilor Rosaria Salerno nor State Repre- 
sentative Jim Brett had broadcast a single TV commer- 
cial. But they nonetheless strike fear into the hearts of 
their opponents because of the sheer power of their field 
organizations. 

“On the ground, we’re the best,” says Brett-campaign 
manager Margaret Blood, who, at 35, has made a name 
for herself as an up-and-comer. A community organizer 
from Mission Hill, Blood speaks Spanish and English flu- 
ently, and is a power among state labor-union leaders, 
the Democratic State Committee, and the legislative lead- 
ership on Beacon Hill. 

Blood was tapped by State Representative Kevin 
Fitzgerald in the early 1980s to be his legislative aide af- 
ter she’d surfaced as an activist in Mission Hill. (She or- 
ganized vocal opposition to a cross-burning in that 
neighborhood.) 

On Beacon Hill, Blood met a number of labor-union 
leaders who subsequently contracted her talents for their 








own electoral campaigns. Between those stints, she was 
back on the Hill, where she developed enough clout to 
make a job for herself: “I saw a poll saying that 70 per- 
cent of the public thought kids were important. So I 
wrote a proposal to create a children’s caucus. [Speaker 
George] Keverian asked me to write a law creating the 
caucus.” Blood is currently on leave from her position of 
director of that caucus. 

Blood has a healthy passion for results. “Every night I 
organize my tasks and leave a list of what I need to do 
the next day,” she explains. “Today I needed to get some 
decisions made about our media buy. I needed to talk to 
our pollster, David Petts, of Bennett-Petts, in Washing- 
ton. I needed to confirm our field meeting tonight in 
Roxbury, and coordinate some activities with the Latino 
community. I had to make a lot of decisions about our 
press hit today. We had a press conference. I had to edit 
a number of campaign pieces that went out. 

“That’s what my day is like. Getting everything to- 
gether.” 

“There are two basic types of political consultant,” says 
that old political salt Jim King. “You have your media 
strategists and your field-and-advance people. I’ve always 
considered myself as field-and-advance. We are people- 
oriented. We’re into the personal aspects, a human and 
organic process rather than a stand-alone. We’re not al- 
ways the best political type because we’re heavily emo- 
tionally involved. 

“Media strategists have to step back and be objective 
and analyze that data from surveys and make judgments. 
They’re more like your physician, skillful and steady. 
Those of us in the field would be more like your nurse, 
concerned about your needs and making sure that you 
are fed. And when you push the little button, we’re there 
in a minute.” 

In the genus of political consultants, Blood acknowl- 
edges that she is of the field-organizer species, so she has 
assembled an unofficial cabinet to advise her on strategy. 
Among those steering the Brett machine are former city 
election commissioner Bill McDermott, Dorchester Flynn 
organizer Steve Graham, media consultant Mike Shea, 
former Democratic State Committee and Gerry Studds 
staffer Bob Nickerson, Flynn operative Kristin McCor- 
mack, and former Mel King adviser Boyce Slayman. 

“There’s a whole slew of people, most of whom remain 
nameless,” says Blood. “We’ve had access to some in- 
credible people.” 

But Blood denies that those “nameless . . . incredible 
people” include legislative leaders such as Senate Presi- 
dent Billy Bulger and Kevin Fitzgerald. “We don’t have 
people on Beacon Hill,” insists Blood. “We don’t have 
elected officials.” 

Indeed, the Brett campaign is defensive about 
the perception that its candidate is 
a wholly owned subsidiary of 
Billy Bulger, with whom he 
shares legislative con- 
stituents. Bulger, who 
has campaigned pub- 
licly with Brett and who 
employs Brett’s wife, is 
a controversial figure 
across the city and 
state. Brett is 
quick to re- 
mind 
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those who raise this question that he is for gay rights — 
a position at odds with Bulger’s — and insists that he will 
be his own person as mayor. 

The specter of Bulger alone is unlikely to derail the 
Brett candidacy. But widespread public hostility to the 
legislature could. The culture of the Brett campaign is the 
State House culture. Both its left wing and its right wing 
consist largely of Beacon Hill insiders. 

When he was recently nailed for using campaign dol- 
lars to advertise in a racist rag, the South Boston 
Marshal, some years back, Brett played that issue more 
like a legislator than a would-be mayor, failing to under- 
stand that in order to expand his base, he must renounce 
the violent fringe elements in that base. 

Last week, after candidate Mickey Roache came out 
against affirmative action, it took Brett two days to stick 
his finger in the air and determine which way the wind 
was blowing. Brett eventually endorsed affirmative ac- 
tion, but the public indecisiveness that has served him 
well as a legislator failed him as a mayoral candidate. 

Before Brett entered the race, he waited — first for 
former congressman Brian Donnelly, who these days ap- 
pears more interested in running for governor, and then 
for State Representative Tommy Finneran. Only after 
they took a pass did Brett jump in — reinforcing the im- 
pression that he’s fully immersed in the old-boy politics 
of the go-along, get-along legislature. 

Dan Payne seized upon this weakness in Rufo’s “Heat” 
ad. The very last words spoken by one of the characters 
presumed to be behind the umbrellas was, “Hey, you got 
another cigar?” Was that voice supposed to be Chris Ly- 
don’s? Or Rosaria Salerno’s? No; it was the voice of the 
prototypical State House hack. 


The search for ine Un-Cola 


Former public-television anchor Chris Lydon wants 
to be the Un-Cola of this race, running in the acerbic, 
macho, John Silber/Ross Perot tradition that — unfor- 
tunately for Lydon — is no longer novel in American 
politics. 

Lydon, the anti-candi“1te, is his own media consul- 
tant, writing the scripts tur the commercials he shot in 
July. “The fourth spot he wrote in the car,” recounts Ly- 
don-campaign manager Pat Fox, “because we had extra 
shooting time.” 

Fox was Western Massachusetts coordinator for Frank 
Bellotti’s 1990 gubernatorial bid, and was statewide field 
director later that fall for Bill Galvin’s contest for state 
treasurer. He also did a stint as district director for US 
Representative Chet Atkins. “A long list of losers,” sighs 
Fox. 

The Lydon bid is a smoke-and-mirrors effort designed 
to give the illusion of a full-scale campaign. The ef- 
fort might be the handiwork of political 
consultant Lou DiNatale, who’s with the 

McCormack Institute, at UMass/Bos- 
ton. But there’s a certain vague- 
ness to the Lydon 
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campaign, and it’s not clear to 
what extent DiNatale is involved, 
if at all. “Lou is a friend of 
Chris’s,” says Fox, who worked 
with DiNatale on Atkins’s staff, 
“That’s about it. There’s no offi- 
cial role.” 

Also seeking the Un-Cola role 
are Mickey Roache, ranting 
against affirmative action and 
abortions at Boston City Hospital 
(see “Election ’93,” page 12), 
City Councilor Bruce Bolling 
(who’s barely on the battlefield), 
and Diane Moriarty, the reputed 
Republican candidate in this officially nonpartisan race. 
(It would be understandable, though, if Bill Weld’s real 
favorite is Rufo, since the governor would then be able to 
appoint a Republican sheriff to take control of 1100 jobs 
in time for next year’s gubernatorial slugfest.) 

Rufo’s effort to be the Un-Cola, as demonstrated by his 
“Heat” ad’s attack on cigar-chomping hacks, has been 
hampered by the drip, drip, drip of press stories about pa- 
tronage and favoritism at the sheriff's department. He is 
immensely popular as sheriff (Rufo secured 83 percent of 
the vote in his 1992 re-election bid), but has yet to show 
significant support in mayoral polls — despite spending 
more early money on TV than his opponents. 

“Rufo was at 11 or 12 percent in June. He’s at 11 or 12 
percent now,” claims Brett’s press 
secretary, Bill Lee.

“Lovely,” he exclaims. “Caught 
between the big ones.” 

That about sums up the summer 
for Rosaria Salerno’s campaign. 
She has been caught under the air 
fire of Rufo and Menino, chal- 
lenged on her own turf by Bolling 
and Lydon, short on, but not out 
of, cash, and unpopular in the 
boys’ locker room that is the Bos- 
ton political press corps. 

The coverage of this campaign 
to date has seemed like one big 
homoerotic male masturbatory 
ritual. “They’re all good guys,” is 
the conventional wisdom. (Even 
though Salerno is generally 
lumped in as one of the “good 
guys,” it’s usually with a conde- 
scending smirk and a prediction 
that she’d never be able to win the 
general election.) 

Salerno’s fundraising reports 
— she was the first to disclose the 
information monthly and volun- 
tarily — show that she raised only 
$33,000 in June, and just 
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$66,000 in July. By comparison, pokes fun at

televised mini-debate, Menino re- 
leased his campaign-finance re- 
ports, by surprise, after months of rejecting Salerno’s call 
that he, Brett, Lydon, and Bolling follow her example. 

Menino was being cute when he walked into the debate 
with Salerno, confident in the knowledge that though the 
press had just learned of his decision to publish his list of 
contributors, Salerno was still under the impression that 
Menino was ducking the issue. Although Salerno’s staff 
had pushed her to raise the issue against Menino, she did 
not — thus depriving Menino of a counterattack that 
could have embarrassed her. Perhaps there is a separate 
goddess for children, hoboes, and ex-nuns. 

Menino’s sudden disclosure did turn up the heat on 
Jimmy Brett, who for a brief period last weekend was 
alone among the major candidates in refusing to disclose 
the sources of his money. But by Monday morning, Brett 
too had rolled under the snowball Salerno had set in mo- 
tion. Like Menino and Rufo, Brett has received more than 
$500,000 so far to Salerna’s $300,000. The daily press 
nonetheless failed to credit Salerno with forcing the boys 
to disclose their finances before the September 13 filing 
deadline. 

“The articles that said Salerno is losing momentum 
made me laugh, because they never admitted that we had 
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momentum to lose,” says Salerno’s political director, Jan- 
ice Fine. “There has been almost an overzealousness by 
some reporters seeking to dismiss her.” 

Last week, Walker was making calls to reporters claim- 
ing to have heard about a Brett poll that showed Salerno 
at 24 percent last week with Menino, Rufo, and Brett still 
mired in the low teens. Salerno’s resilience after a summer 
campaign driven by Menino’s incumbency and Rufo’s ad 
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budget is evidence of the loyalty she engenders among 
supporters. Her three past campaign managers, Walker 
(’87), Fine (89), and Alix Smullin (’91), currently her 
fundraising director, are all still on board, as is much of 
the political organization she built in her council races. 


Organizers versus Consultants 


Ray Flynn’s 1983 campaign for mayor signaled a shift 
in the world of Bay State political operatives. It was the 
year of the community organizer. Mass Fair Share orga- 
nizers Alex Bledsoe and Neil Sullivan ran an aggressive, 
historic field organization made up of tenant activists and 
a ragtag crew of issue-oriented working-class organizers. 

“A number of Fair Share people went into the Flynn 
administration,” remembers Salerno political director 
Janice Fine, who headed up Fair Share from 1985 to ’87.

“I feel really guilty that I’m not 
a full-time staff person for 
Rosaria, so I make up for it by be- 
ing there constantly,” adds Fine, 
who is studying for her PhD on a 
full MIT scholarship and is work- 
ing part-time on a MacArthur 
grant as a New England regional 
organizer on campaign-finance- 
reform issues. 

Nevertheless, Fine’s spunky 
presence permeates the Salerno 
campaign. “I call her ‘Sister 
Fine,’ ” says Joyce Cunha, of 
Mass Choice. 

Fine counts among her men- 
tors some well-known organizer 
types, including Heather Booth, of 
the Midwest Academy; Ray 
Rogers, of Corporate Campaigns, 
Inc. (he organized the J.P. Stevens 
boycott and other labor cam- 
paigns); and Gerry Austin, the 
manager of Jesse Jackson’s 1988 
presidential campaign. 

She ran the New Hampshire 
primary for Jackson that year, and 
also worked in the Florida, Penn- 
sylvania, and New Jersey pri- 
maries. Fine is friends with Brett- 
campaign manager Blood, with 
whom she shares an affinity for 
the state’s labor movement. 

When Fine ran Salerno’s 1989 
campaign, she organized an ex- 
tensive “voter ID.” That’s a term 
political operatives use to describe the calling of voters and 
identifying their support so that they may be prodded to 
vote on Election Day. 

“We tried to make the contacts as personal as possible,” 
remembers Fine. “We had a line at the end of the script: 
‘Is there anything I can tell Rosaria for you?’ 

“Every night, our callers would fill out a postcard to the 
person we called, saying, ‘P.S., I told Rosaria about your 
concern,’ specifically mentioning the issue they raised. 
And another card would be filled out for Rosaria to keep 
her informed about what people were thinking. This fos- 
tered a personal connection between the volunteer and 
the voter.” 

Salerno, unable to tap into a ready-made field organi- 
zation of deputy sheriffs, mayoral 
appointees, or State House staf- 
fers, has instead built her organi- 
zation among the kind of com- 
munity organizers that Ray Flynn 
put together his nascent cam- 
paign with in ’83. And like Flynn 
before her, Salerno has the ser- 
vices of media consultant Ken 
Swope — a man with a reputa- 
tion for turning low-budget cam- 
paigns, like Flynn’s 10 years ago, 
into winners. 

“Swope is brilliant,” admits 
Brett media consultant Mike 
Shea. “He is a very creative guy.” 
Shea, Swope, and Rufo consul- 
tant Payne worked as a team for 
the Dukakis presidential cam- 
paign in 1988, producing more 
than 100 ads together. They 
know each others’ strengths and 
weaknesses well, which makes for 
an interesting poker game, or 
election. 

But in the end, each consultant 
and organizer is a prisoner of the 
strengths and weaknesses of her or his candidate. Payne, 
in fact, downplays the importance of the Permanent Cam- 
paigners. 

“For a long time, my theory has been that we consul- 
tants tend to cancel each other out,” says Payne. “If you 
have roughly the same amount of money over the same 
amount of time, the candidates — who they are, what they 
are saying — come through.”

South Boston Five’s arrests 


by Tim Sandler 


t was the night before their dubious 
arrests in front of South Boston 
High School, just days after the 
school’s May melee. Four young 
blacks were imploring a large gath- 
ering of adults at Freedom House, in Rox- 
bury, to join them on hostile territory to 
support black students returning to school 
for the first time since the racial outburst. 

Noting a long civil-rights tradition of 
bearing “moral witness,” the four stated 
their intentions: no signs, no chants, no 
effigy-burning, no news conferences. They 
just wanted to stand across from the cor- 
doned-off school to show solidarity with 
the bused-in students who were returning 
even as Southie residents continued to 
spew venom. 

The Freedom House pitch wasn’t the 
first time the young adults had appealed to 
their elders. At hastily called emergency 
meetings in Roxbury that weekend, the four 
had tried to muster support. To their dis- 
may, they say, they were met with caution- 
ary, and occasionally insulting, paternalism. 

“There were four or five people who 
supported us and said we were doing the 
right thing,” says Najma Nazy’at, a 21-

year-old activist from the South End. “But 
a greater number of people had a patron- 
izing tone. They said, ‘We understand 
what you’re doing, but you’re not going 
about it the right way. You’re putting your 
life in danger, you’re jeopardizing your- 
self, so why go?’” 

To leaders like State Senator Dianne 
Wilkerson (D-Boston), the plan was sim- 
ply a misguided action that could have en- 
dangered the returning students. 

“The freedom of a right to assemble 
changes when you’re in a mode of poten- 
tial violence. Period,” says Wilkerson. “My 
main concern was to make sure that noth- 
ing would happen to endanger the safety 
of the students who were there to resume 
going to school. First priority.” 

But the encounters left Nazy’at and the 
others discouraged and, they say, were a 
telling display not only of philosophical 
differences, but also of generational dis- 
cord. That division between the city’s 
black-community leaders and their poten- 
tial successors on how to react to the 
racial strife in Southie has had lasting 
repercussions. 

The disunity, say some, not only quelled 
what in other circumstances would have 
certainly been an outcry over legally tenu- 
ous arrests, but also may have created an 
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enduring split between some younger, 
more outspoken black activists and their 
better established elders. 

“I know a lot of the adults in the com- 
munity, and they taught me a lot about or- 
ganizing. In my eyes, I always thought 
these people were raising me,” Nazy’at ex- 
plains, sardonically referring to the African 
saying that it takes an entire village to raise 
a child. “I never thought any of them 
would speak about me the way they were 
speaking about me, and I never thought 
they would turn their backs on me the way 
they did on something so serious.” 

In fact, at the same emergency meet- 
ings, they also learned that black leaders 
had reached a constitutionally question- 
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nonprofit Teens as Community Resources 
and a national youth leader, questions 
Wilkerson’s and her allies’ reaction to the 
incident in Southie. Though acknowledg- 
ing her as a rising leader in the black com- 
munity, he says her dismissal of the legiti- 
mate concerns expressed by the four 
young activists is indicative of a patroniz- 
ing attitude among recognized community 
leaders that will ultimately stifle minority- 
rights efforts in Boston. 

“Unless you have credentials the estab- 
lishment respects, you are a non-entity po- 
litically,” he says. “That is precisely the 
undemocratic attitude that makes new 
leadership walk away from this struggle.”

Early Tuesday morning, May 11, 
Nazy’at met in the South End with 
Kenneth Mack, 20, of Dorchester; 
Braima Massaquoi, 20, of Medford;

Five others joined them: three Wilk- 
erson staffers concerned for the safe- 
ty of the young activists; Chuck 
Turner, a Roxbury activist who works 
with the Church of the United Com- 
munity; and Batson. Like Batson, 
Turner was not convinced the 
planned action was strategically ap- 
propriate, but believed the young ac- 
tivists deserved backing. 

“As long as there was an expression 
of support done in a manner that was 
not provocative,” Turner says, “it was 
certainly something these people had 
a right to do.” 

The previous day, Wilkerson and 
some of her staff had encouraged stu- 
dents with placards and supportive 
words at public-transportation termi- 
nals around South Boston instead of 
at the school. The young activists, 
however, ventured into Southie twice. 
In the morning, residents shouted 
slurs at them as they made their way 
to the school. Upon their return in 
the afternoon, Boston Police shep- 
herded them back to the T — osten- 
sibly for their own protection. 

This time, they resolved to stand 
their ground at the school. 

When they arrived at Southie High, 
a throng of reporters, police, and pols 
filled the area across from the 
school’s entrance. Neighbors, smok- 
ing cigarettes and drinking coffee, sat 
outside their duplexes swapping 
porch-step political analyses. 

Batson briefly left the four to speak 
with nearby acquaintances. Turner 
and Wilkerson’s aides left the scene, 
but soon returned with the senator 
and Louis Elisa, president of the Bos- 
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The Boston Police’s response to 
Batson was swift: they cuffed him and 
took him to the police wagon with the 
others. 

All five were brought to the South 
Boston police station, placed in sepa- 
rate cells, and later arraigned in 
South Boston District Court. 

The charges against them, accord- 
ing to the police report: “Disturbing 
the Piece [sic] to Wit: Blocking the 
Free Flow of Foot Traffic.” 

The five — none of whom had 
been arrested before — were held in 
custody for about six hours before 
their release.

Though Boston Mayor 
Raymond Flynn de- 
nounced the five as part 
of a group of “Leninist” 
instigators whose arrests 
were necessary to quell 
further turbulence, their 
lawyers argued that their 
presence had been a sim- 
ple matter of exercising 
constitutional liberties. 

“They had a First 
Amendment right to as- 
semble,” says Eddie 
Jenkins, Batson’s attor- 
ney and currently a can- 
didate for the Boston 
City Council. “There 
was no court injunction 
to prohibit them from 
going up to the high 
school. Basically, it was 
an unlawful arrest. The 
way it stood, they [au- 
thorities] could pick and 
choose who could stand 
out there. And if you 
didn’t look right, you 
could be arrested.” 

In August, District Attorney Ralph 
Martin, in so many words, agreed the 
arrests were legally tenuous. The de- 
fendants — by now calling them- 
selves the South Boston Five — gath- 
ered in the dingy South Boston 
Courthouse and listened incredulous- 
ly as Assistant District Attorney John 
Flynn told Judge John Concannon 
that there was no evi- 
dence of criminality. 
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Perhaps knowing that 
his words could provide 
fodder for a civil suit 
against the city, Flynn 
also suggested that in- 
sufficient evidence to 
prosecute did not neces- 
sarily mean arrests 
weren’t warranted. 

“The Boston Police 
Department, under the 
circumstances, acted ap- 
propriately and did the 
right thing on that day,” 
he told Concannon. 

Outside the court- 
room, shortly after the 
charges were dismissed, 
Flynn declined to answer 
questions as to whether 
he felt there was probable 
cause for arrest and who 
decided to dismiss the 
charges. Flynn referred 
all questions about the

After a few more minutes, a police 
wagon pulled up and the officers again 
asked Mack and the other three to 
leave. When they refused, they were 
handcuffed. Police escorted the men 
to the wagon, Nazy’at to a cruiser. 

When Batson saw what was going 
on, he approached the arresting offi- 
cers. Were the four being arrested 
merely because they were young? he 
asked. 

“They were like mosquitoes on an 
elephant,” recalls Batson, “but for 
some reason the elephant flipped out.” 





WILKERSON: “They were looking for 


case to Martin’s press 
secretary, Carmen Fields. 

“Just because a prose- 
cution does not go forward does not 
necessarily mean that there was not 
warrant for the arrest,” Fields later 
explained. “By the converse, just be- 
cause someone was arrested does not 
mean they are guilty.” 

The decision to drop the charges, 
Fields says, was made by Martin’s 
office in concert with district-court 
officials. 

Dismissing the charges, however, 
has not diminished the indignation 
felt by those arrested. The five are 
weighing whether to file a class-ac- 
tion civil suit. And if she had to make 
her mind up now, Nazy’at says she 
would sue the police. 

“Personally, I am inclined to,” she 
says, “because there is no other way 
to hold the police accountable.” (Al- 
though the Police Practices Coalition 
— comprising civil-rights, communi- 
ty, and legal groups — was formed 
within the last year to serve as a law- 
enforcement watchdog, some com- 
munity activists, like Batson, say it 
has yet to make police answerable to 
allegations of misconduct.)

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MARTIN: his office p Se charges 
but defended police conduct. 


our community,” Nazy’at continues, 
“especially here in Boston, and we’re 
programmed to do things in a certain 
way and to keep things hush-hush 
and not deal with it. It’s like being a 
part of an abusive family and denying 
you’re abused. And that’s got to be 
dealt with.” 

Compounding the problem, 
Nazy’at says, is the response from 
some prominent black leaders such as 
Wilkerson. The state’s highest elected 
black official, Wilkerson says of the 
arrests: “I am just as convinced now 
that the decision to remove them 
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from the spot was as right as it was 
the time it happened.” 

It still troubles Nazy’at that Wilker- 
son and other black leaders dismissed 
their plan to assemble at Southie 
High. 

“We were told by black leaders to 
ignore the situation, and that’s unfor- 
tunate,” she says. “That says some- 
thing very wrong to young people, and 
that enforces the belief that some of 
them already have — and that is that 
black people don’t care about them.” 

Regardless of those leaders’ per- 
sonal positions, Batson believes adults 
like himself (he’s 29) in the black 
community should have stood behind 
the four activists — before and after 
their arrests. That they didn’t, he 
says, is contemptible. 

“I would call it a case study in 
cowardice,” he says. “They told us it 
wasn’t safe to go to South Boston. 
They said it wasn’t politically expedi- 
ent to go. And lastly, they told us it 
would piss people off. Those are not 
the concerns we should have. We 
should be concerned with what is 
right. Those concerns are going to 
emasculate a future generation of 
political leaders. It suggests that 
Boston’s black community will not 
respond when its children are politi- 
cally assaulted.” 

By clearing the area outside the 
high school of unwanted spectators, 
police and city officials were using a 
band-aid approach to a serious 
wound, Batson claims. 

“People weren’t trying to adjudi- 
cate the underlying issues,” he says, 
referring to race-related problems in 
the Boston Public Schools. “Their 
goals were to simply alleviate the ten- 
sion. Peace is not the absence of ten- 
sion, but the presence of justice.” 

Batson’s vitriolic words spark an an- 
gry response from Wilkerson, who 
says that opposing the action of four 
activists wasn’t tantamount to dismiss- 
ing their concerns. Many who opposed 
the action, she notes, have a long his- 
tory of civil-rights activism. And, she 
adds wryly, Batson’s accusations of 
cowardice “implies that what they 
were doing was an act of bravery.” 

As she mulls over Batson’s com- 
ments, Wilkerson becomes increasing- 
ly agitated. She returns his final volley 
with a statement that touches on what 
some see as an unspoken mutual mis- 
trust that is at the core of the divergent 
generational responses to the disrup- 
tion at South Boston High. 

“The reason they were there was 
that they were looking for a con- 
frontation,” Wilkerson says tersely. 
“They can deny that, but that’s what 
it was.” Q

We dance here on the fine line between science and folklore, a locale that is all too famil- 
iar to us here at the Straight Dope. People talk about the black Irish as though they were a 
mystical race on par with the lost tribes of Israel, when in fact all the term means (usually) is 
that somebody named McNulty has dark, and in the classic case, black, hair.

A more plausible but still essentially unprovable version 
of this idea is that black hair is a vestige of an indigenous population of short dark-haired 
types overrun by the fair-haired Gaels. Supposedly, there are more black Irish in the western 
part of the country, where fewer Gaelic invaders reached. There is archaeological and, I’m 
told, linguistic evidence of pre-Gaelic settlers, but how it was concluded that they were short 
and black-haired I do not know. It all seems an absurd thing to make a fuss over in any case.

Giorgio’s designer restaurant: 
tony, tasy, and Italian

’m sorry to get to this one late but 
so many Italian restaurants have 
been opening this year, and... 
you're laughing. You think it’s 
funny that I lump this tony-tony- 
tony restaurant, this multi-media defini- 
tion of fashionable, with mere Italian 
restaurants? You think this shows that I 
am so involved with food that I don’t no- 
tice the Giorgio Armani part? This is, 
like, a designer restaurant, and a mere 
restaurant critic is probably going to talk 
about the mere, you know, food! 

Okay. 

But I hate to start with the clothes be- 
cause Mr. Armani has struck out on the 
waiters’ uniforms. The man designs won- 
derful suits for businessmen but he makes 
his waiters look like organ-grinders’ mon- 
keys who just got off an all-night train. 
We’re talking Nehru jack- 
ets, and we’re using the ‘F’ 
word, “frumpy.” All the ex- 
tra drape that makes Ar- 
mani business suits look as 
comfortable as pajamas 
(Armani’s signature look, 
right?) makes these wait- 
ers’ uniforms look like they 
are pajamas. Wrinkled paja- rey 
mas. Wrinkled poplin paja- 
mas with little Sergeant 
Pepper appliqués on the 
front, and Nehru collars. 

Fuh-rump City. 

Where the master’s hand 
shows is in the design of 
the upstairs dining room, 
which has a certain light- 
ness of being. Most of the 
grand dining rooms we 
know have deep carpets 
and heavy furniture. At Ar- 
mani Express, the dark 
wood of the downstairs café 
and the formal staircase 
prepare us for such a din- 
ing room. But no. Armani 
upstairs (What do we call the dining 
room of Armani Express — “Armani Pri- 
ority Male”?) has a wooden floor and 
easy, elegant chairs and banquettes. On 
our night, the flowers at each table were 
poppies, light as paper. That’s great de- 
sign. And I hope it becomes as influential 
as his suits have become. 

Now, are you ready for the food? It’s 
northern Italian, expensive, and surpris- 
ingly conservative on the whole. The in- 
gredients are good, and a few dishes have 
a modern twist or two, administered by a 
chef from the ultra-modern city of Turin. 
The bread is the lightest, airiest focaccia 
yet — which goes with the room, but not 
with the tradition of focaccia. 

Designated appetizers (“gli antipasti”) 
start at $9.95, so we dug right in with a 
salad and a pasta. Rughetta e mozzarella 
($8.75) was a beautifully decorated salad 
of arugula orbiting rounds of real buffalo- 
milk mozzarella that sandwiched a few su- 
perb little vegetables and were crowned 
with two large shrimp — split, marinated, 
and discernibly grilled. The balsamic dress- 
ing doesn’t overpower the other flavors. 

Pizzoccheri di teglio al quattro formag- 
gi ($12.50) is the most novel of Armani’s 
pasta dishes. The noodles are buckwheat 
fettuccine, a little chewy, with bites of 
sausage, al dente potato, and cabbage — 
all under a thick blanket of blended 
cheeses. The ethos is about as far north as 
you can go and still be in Italy. 

That’s certainly a pasta adventure, but 
for sheer competence, one can hardly sur- 
pass the risotto alla pescatore ($16.50).

This is the risotto we’ve read about but 
seldom tasted in Boston — creamy with 
just a bit of chewiness at the center of 
each grain of arborio rice. All that sandy, 
impatient risotto (you know who you are, 
lazy risotto chefs) must now yield to the 
real thing. The flavor is peppery but in- 
fused with seafood, especially mussel 
broth. Tomato is more a color than a fla- 
vor. The actual census is two very large 
shrimp, a number of mussels, and a larger 
number of tiny clams. 

The gamberoni with thyme ($21) 
weren’t that giganti. But the shrimp were 
very large, large enough so that four 
made a decent dinner, especially for those 
whose fancier suits are getting hard to 
button. If your suit is a dark one, you can 
risk the fresh tomato-thyme sauce, but we 
were in summer uniform and chose the 
sauté with extra virgin olive oil and lime 
(and a great deal of black pepper that 
wasn’t mentioned on the menu). The 
plate was stolen our night, 
though, by the fresh vegeta- 
bles: snow peas, pencil-thin 
asparagus, and a couple of 
baby carrots. 

Mr. Armani doesn’t de- 
sign wine, but his restau- 
rant charges as though he 
did. Our waiter inadver- 
tently underlined the situa- 
tion by touting bottles of 
Italian white wine in the 
$40-to-$60 range. New 
technology has helped 
make some fine white wines 
in Italy, but nothing much 
above the level of our May- 
acamas sauvignon blanc 
($27) from California, 
herbally scented stuff with a 
bit of steel in the flavor. 

Armani can take the lead 
in restaurant fashion when 
it comes to Italian desserts. 
The wave of upscale north- 
ern Italian restaurants 
opening in recent years has 
stuck with a rather impov- 
erished dessert list, consisting of three or 
four desserts: a tiramisu, a plate of fruit 
with zabaglione, maybe a chocolate 
semifreddo, or cannoli with, at best, a 
trick filling. Mr. Armani offers a list of 13 
(13!) Italian desserts, and some of them 
are knockouts. We inhaled our torta di 
nonna ($6.95) and let the devil take the 
suit buttons. This is a matter of serious 
vanilla ice cream and chocolate strong as 
tar, more like a bombe or coupe than a 
torta, but who’s thinking about terminol- 
ogy while eating something so wonderful? 
I also liked the Roma di notte ($6.95), 
which had some of the same flavors in a 
cylindrical form. 

Of course, there is a tiramisu, and spe- 
cial cannoli, and a baked apple that is 
Italian only because they use a Rome ap- 
ple. But one might still wonder why a 
fashion designer risks serving desserts 
that will send his customers to the big- 
and-tall store — and not because we got 
taller. Well, you know, the ultimate in 
chic is to be too thin, too rich, and enjoy 
a sinful dessert in public as though invul- 
nerable to things as mundane as calories. 
The servers, when they weren’t promot- 
ing the exorbitantly priced wine, were ex- 
cellent, with their frequent refills of lemo- 
ny water and restrained use of a fine Ital- 
ian accent. Noise isn’t the worst, despite 
the hard surfaces. At times the floor 
shook, perhaps picking up the vibration 
of the Green Line subway. It’s possible to 
enjoy the reflected celebrity of this restau- 
rant, as long as you can suppress a giggle 
at how the waiters are dressed. Q 
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Archie's New York Deli 


Don’t ask for Archie when you go to Archie’s New York Deli. Back in 
1988, owner Rahim Zakarya decided to name his new eatery after the 
main character of All in the Family. “I really like that show,” he says 
with a shrug and a grin. Plenty of people really like Zakarya’s food: at 
lunch-time, the trim, tidy deli teems with customers who obviously appre- 
ciate the daily specials and lengthy permanent menu. The menu is so long 


that it’s divided into submenus, such as the “nutritional menu,” which in- 


cludes over a dozen salads, and the “North End menu,” which is heavy

on the parmigiana-style subs. 
But the mark of a good deli — 
especially one bearing the 
“New York” tag — is the quality of its sandwiches, and Archie’s does just 
fine on this count. Sandwiches are modest in size, but reasonably priced, 
especially given the choice downtown location; most sandwiches are 
about $4, plus or minus 50 cents. Archie’s passes the corned-beef test by 
offering several different varieties of excellent cured-brisket sandwiches, 
notably a very nice Chicago Reuben ($4.25). Just what Beantown needs 
more of: a Windy City sandwich in a Big Apple-style deli. 

Archie’s New York Deli, located at 101 Arch Street, is open Mon- 


day through Friday from 6 a.m. to 4 p.m. Call 330-5145.

Cold wave 


Un coeur en hiver has an icy heart

téphane works for his 
friend Maxime in Max- 
ime’s tony violin-repair 
business. It’s a symbiotic 
partnership. Maxime mas- 
sages the clients, noting that one instru- 
ment has “a lack of brightness on the E 
string.” Stéphane takes the violin to the 
back of the shop and makes it right again. 
But it’s also an odd intimacy, as we learn 
in Claude Sautet’s new film Un coeur en 


hiver (“A Heart in Winter”), which ex- 
plores what happens when Stéphane finds 
himself attracted to Maxime’s new lover, 
Camille, and steals her away by doing vir- 
tually nothing. 

That may sound like garden-variety 
male wish-fulfillment. But the story, far 
from being a standard ménage 4 trois, is 
more human mystery than romance, and 
the heart in question is not Camille’s but 
Stéphane’s quite troubled one. What looks 
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at first like an attempt by Stéphane to steal 
his best friend’s lover turns out to be a 
study of a man seemingly incapable of 
emotion. Indeed, what’s remarkable is that 
the film is built around the absence of 
emotional life in its main character. 

As the story opens, Maxime explains 
that he’s just left his wife to set up house 
with Camille. Stéphane meets her when 
she brings her violin into the shop and 
again during rehearsals and studio ses- 
sions for series of Ravel sonatas that will 
become her first major recording. One 
day, while Maxime is busy, shé unburdens 
herself to Stéphane. He feels a connection; 
it looks like the beginning of love. 
Stéphane becomes fascinated with Camille 
as he listens to her play. She responds by 
falling in love with him. But when she con- 
fronts him, he insists he feels nothing for 
her. 

What’s going on inside Stéphane? He 
may live a solitary life, but he’s hardly 
blind to love. He shares a platonic friend- 
ship with Héléne, to whom he observes, 
“All books are about love — trashy novels, 
the classics, even cookbooks.” We know 
nothing of his past. Has he ever been in 
love? Can one kind of passion — his gift 
for restoring old violins or building mari- 
onettes — replace another? It’s clear that 
Camille has unlocked something in him. 
And when Maxime takes him to visit the 
apartment he and Camille are to share, 
Stéphane is distracted beyond comfort. So 
why can’t he respond? 

Daniel Auteuil (from Manon of the | 
Springs) plays Stéphane as a man whose 
good looks are squelched by lifelessness, | 
as though he had turned off his sexuality. | 
He observes the minutiae of the love be- | 
tween his music teacher and the man’s 
wife with contempt. With other people, 
he’s too polite — his good manners con- | 
ceal an empty shell. Only his eyes convey a 
hint of passion. Maxime senses what’s go- | 
ing on, and he encourages the imminent | 
pairing of Stéphane and Camille. But | 
when the opportunity arises, it’s disturbing | 
how quickly Stéphane withdraws from | 
her. 

For her part, Camille (played by the 
gazelle-like Emmanuelle Béart) loves 
Maxime (André Dussollier) but realizes 
she is falling for Stéphane. She turns out 
to be strong enough — and human 
enough — to make a fool of herself and 
declare her feelings. Still, what ultimately 
takes place between Camille and 
Stéphane is more than a mere missed 
connection. 

“Why are you hiding from me?”, 
Camille asks him, and indeed, that’s the 
central question of the film. Around his 
odd character, director Sautet has con- 
structed a leisurely story — it’s replete 
with. pretentious dinner-party chatter — 
that often seems stingy with its emotional 
insights. But if the film is poky and dull 
for great stretches, and pensive in others, 
it surges at its big turning points, all them 
toward the end. In the final scene, where 
we find out, if not what makes Stéphane 
tick, at least what his fate will be, Un 
coeur en hiver poses a vital question 
about what it means to be alive. O | 





Forbidden Love 
of the ’50s and

he most startling thing you’re 
going to learn from Forbidden 
Love: The Unashamed Stories 
of Lesbian Lives has nothing 
to do with clitorises or vulvas. 
It’s that, in the era before Stonewall — not 
to mention television and rock and roll, 
which expose us to many more options than 
the two traditional sex roles — most young 
gays and lesbians didn’t know what other

homosexuals looked like. 

Some of them turned to pulp fiction, 
novels with titles like Satan’s Daughter or 
Private School. Others wandered into New 
York City, looking for the sorts of people 
you could read about in those novels. Tak- 
ing their inspiration from such well- 
palmed volumes, Forbidden Love, a new 
film by Canadian filmmakers Aerlyn 
Weissman and Lynne Fernie, celebrates 
the lesbian life that existed both furtively 
and openly before it found any kind of re- 
flection in popular culture. 

Unspooling inside this engrossing docu- 
mentary is a tongue-in-cheek melodrama 
lifted from the the pages of an imaginary 
book called Forbidden Love. It tells the 
story of Laura, a small-town girl who 
comes to the big city, braves a gay bar, 
and meets Midge, an experienced lesbian 
who seduces her. But at the heart of the 
film are the real-life stories of nine women 


who came of age in the 1940s, 50s, and 
’60s. One of them, Ann Bannon, is the au- 
thor of six “lesbian paperbacks.” Not all 
these women grew up reading pulp novels, 
but they all talk about the difficult search 
for role models, frustrations about leading 
double lives, the passion they feel for other 
women, and, finally, the satisfaction of be- 
ing able to identify themselves as lesbians 
and live the lives they want to. 

What do they say? Forbidden Love doc- 
uments an earlier era of gay life as a com- 
bination of pre-sexual-revolution inno- 
cence and headstrong self-determination. 
Two of the women were involved in het- 
erosexual marriages before they realized 
their orientation. One relates how, when 
she took a trip with her lover, “Neither 
one of us knew what to do.” Others recall 
their first visits to gay bars, one of them 
nudged there by a homophobic man who 
told her, derisively, how to find a bar she 
might otherwise have missed. 

On the more serious side, Amanda 
White, a Native American from British 
Columbia, explains that her race makes her 
an outsider in the white world and her sex- 
uality makes an alien to her own people. 
One woman describes how, in her relation- 
ship with an indomitable butch lover, she 
realized she had re-created much of what 
she disliked about 1950s heterosexual rela- 
tionships. “I was a dutiful little wife,” she 
explains. “I didn’t know any better.” 

The filmmakers do want to celebrate the 
’50s and ’60s as, in Bannon’s words, “a 


golden age of lesbian writing and publish- 
ing.” And indeed more than one woman 
talks about discovering that she was gay 
from a lesbian novel. (So tantalizing are 
the covers of these books that you’re apt to 
wish the filmmakers had gone deeper into 
the history of their publication.) But as the 
movie’s postscript notes, during those 
years “most lesbians were forced to live in- | 
tensely private lives, often isolated from | 
each other.” One couple relate how they | 
dressed up in butch attire and drove to 
Greenwich Village looking for like souls. 
“We never found them.” 

If the lesbians who came of age 25 years 
ago didn’t have role models, they did have 
a bar scene. Here they mingled to drink 
and date, and to make fun of the straights 
who wandered in to gape at them. They 
also made fun of themselves, as in a story 
of a butch so angered by another lesbian 
that she drove her motorcycle in through 
the door of a club and up to her rival’s 
table. Many women recall their favorite 
hangouts with such nostalgia; as the film- | 
makers conjure up the forbidden taste of 
the nightlife with period footage, that you 
might wonder whether they haven’t glam- 
orized what was actually a repressive era. 
That is, until one woman says, “When 
people today talk about harassment, they 
don’t know what they’re talking about.” 
Forbidden Love is a testament to these 
women’s courage and to the way subcul- 
tures flourish whether the outerworld ac- 
knowledges them or not. QO

Boxing Helena is all wrapped 
up with no place to go

ince blockbusters have for 
years been packaged by 
threadbare high concepts, 
why not make a movie 
with just a metaphor? 
That must have been some of the thinking 
behind Boxing Helena, the film that marks 
the directing debut of David Lynch’s 25- 
year-old daughter, Jennifer Chambers 
Lynch, and the virtual bankruptcy of Kim 
Basinger, whose reneging on an oral con- 
tract to star in the picture cost her millions 
in a lawsuit. 

It’s not hard to see what scared Basin- 
ger away. The metaphor behind Boxing 
Helena is grotesque and sophomoric and 
goes nowhere. Dr. Nick Cavanaugh (Ju- 
lian Sands), a brilliant surgeon, is ob- 
sessed with the beautiful and amoral Hele- 
na (Sherilyn Fenn). The intervention of a 
hit-and-run driver gives Cavanaugh the 
chance to ‘gain possession of his beloved. 
To save her, he amputates the critically in- 
jured woman’s legs. When she proves 
cranky and destructive, he chops off her 
arms as well and places her, like a broken 
idol, in an ornate box. 

She can still lash him with her tongue; 
surprisingly, he doesn’t remove that. Of 
course, then there’d be even less to Boxing 
Helena than there is already. Having set 
up an arresting image of male obsession 
and female passivity, Lynch plays with it 
feebly. She suggests the paradox of female 
power by having Helena sado-masochisti- 
cally torment the feckless Cavanaugh. She 
explores the permutations of voyeurism 
and narcissism by having Cavanaugh 
screw hookers (to cure his sexual dysfunc- 
tionality) in front of his captive, truncated 
audience. 

As for the origins of the doctor’s strange 
tastes, Lynch lapses into a cut-and-paste 
Freudianism. In flashbacks we see him tor- 
mented by a beautiful, amoral mother, who 








looks very much like Sherilyn Fenn. In ad- 
dition, he develops a fetish for a reproduc- 
tion of the Venus de Milo. Any questions? 
As for the malignant behavior of all the 
women in the film, one can’t help suspect- 
ing it’s due to someone’s misogyny. 

Listless and chimerical, Lynch’s style 
begs comparison to that of her father. Like 
his work, the images are abrupt and naive, 
as if sprung fresh from the id. Unlike her 
father, she lacks irony and depth. What 
she does have, besides a metaphor and a 
lawsuit, is a disarming brashness. 

® 

“It reminded me of my own obsession 
with the Venus de Milo,” Jennifer Lynch 
says of the first time she heard the premise 
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of Boxing Helena. “I felt very broken and 
imperfect as a child. My grandmother had 
a statuette of the Venus de Milo. I fell in 
love with the fact that, even though she 
had no arms, people still looked at her as if 
she were whole and beautiful. 

“I thought, what better way to show 
self-esteem missing than to create a fairy- 
tale character whose body represents her 
self-esteem? Somebody who perhaps was 
never looked at until she grew breasts and 
therefore was only validated by her physi- 
cal appearance? What better way to show 
that self-esteem missing than have parts of 
her disappear?” 

Other people, including Madonna and 
Kim Basinger, thought it was a good idea 
too, at least for a while. 

“Four weeks before shooting, Madonna 
pulled out of the film,” Lynch recalls. “We 
went through months of preproduction 
with Kim Basinger; four weeks before 
shooting, she pulled out. Kim is not a bad 
woman, but she was not as cautious about 
protecting the film as Madonna was. The 
film was very damaged when Kim left, and 
it was 12 months before we got any fi- 
nancing. So Carl Mazzocone filed suit for 
breach of contract.” 

The multi-million-dollar settlement in 
favor of Helena vindicated the filmmakers, 
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but Lynch feels all the publicity ultimately 
serves her ill. “The fact that words like 
‘misogynistic,’ ‘pornographic,’ and ‘horrif- 
ic’ came out of the trial from the defense 
has created expectations that the film can’t 
hold up to.” 

She’s most concerned, however, that 
this film will be seen as being anti-women. 
“I’m not against women. I’m not against 
men. What I tried to show with the moth- 
er, without banging an Oedipal complex 
over your head, is what I experienced as a 
child. If I can get that person to love me, 
then I’d be really special. Because they 
don’t love anybody. I’m not blaming 
wicked mothers only.” 

Lynch wouldn’t say whether her own fa- 
ther, filmmaker David Lynch, was wicked 
or not, but she did acknowledge that she 








was the inspiration for the mutant infant in | 


his debut film, Eraserhead. 


“When I was 14, somebody came up to | 


me and said, ‘Hey, I saw your baby pic- 


tures — what a weird movie.’ Hopefully, | 
l’m more attractive than little Spike. | 


Eraserhead is about the fears my father 
had upon my conception. Fortunately, he 
got to exorcise his fears in the film, not in 
real life.”

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ROMPER STOMPER 


The teenage wasteland hasn’t changed 
much over the past four decades, at least in 
the movies; if anything, it’s gotten more 
mindless. Australian director Geoffrey 
Wright’s Romper Stomper captures the look 
and feel of adolescent angst, skinhead style, 
but none of its meaning. His film is frenetic 
and shocking; but what turns teenagers to 
beer and Nazism gets lost in the montages. 
It’s “Rebel Without a Brain,” Down Under. 

We first meet Hando (Russell Crowe), 
Davey (Daniel Pollock), and the rest of 
their Curly-coiffed colleagues as they pum- 








mel a trio of Vietnamese innocents passing 
by on a skateboard. Their faces twisted with 
rage and tattoos, these kids are clearly upset 
by something; whether they’re beating 
Asians, inanimate objects, or one another, 


| whether they’re dancing, making love, or 
| drinking beer, the same convulsive fury pro- 


pels them like puppets in fast-forward. 
“What’s all this?” asks Gabe (Jacqueline 
McKenzie), Hando’s drugged-out, elfin 
pick-up, when confronted by his racist ha- 
tred and Nazi regalia. Quoting from Mein 
Kampf, Hando mutters something about 
the rich and powerful bringing in boatloads 
of subhuman trash to take away everyone’s 
jobs. That, and the fact that Davey’s grand- 
mother speaks German and raises dachs- 
hunds, pretty much does it for motivation. 
As perfunctorily as the skinheads are 


treated, their Asian nemeses receive even 
shorter shrift; the way Wright depicts them, 
Hando’s fear of the yellow peril seems al- 
most justified. After Hando and the gang 
batter a couple of “gooks” who are interest- 
ed in buying out their local pub, the flood- 
gates open and they and their womenfolk 
are pursued by a human wave of crazed 
brown bodies. Neither does their Niet- 
zschean disdain for women seem without 
cause: when she’s not drunk or having spas- 
tic fits (she clearly does not have the “pure” 
blood Hando cherishes), Gabe distinguishes 
herself by betraying every male who offers 
her protection, including her “rich and pow- 
erful” — and incestuous — father. 

The acting is the most authentic part of 


the film — Crowe, in particular, brings 
magnetism and nobility to an otherwise de- 
spicable character. There’s a stark and ugly 
tale to be told here; unfortunately Romper 
Stomper brings to it the simplemindedness 
of Romper Room. At the Coolidge Corner.

TOKYO DECADENCE 


One thing that characterizes most “artistic” 
pornography from the Marquis de Sade to 
The Story of O is its sanctimonious tedium. 
Ryu Murakami’s Tokyo Decadence, a tale 
of a waif-like call girl plying her trade in the 
capital of post—Rising Sun Japan, is no ex- 
ception. Although it manages to summon 
some pathos for its hapless heroine by the 
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ROMPER STOMPER: there’s a stark and ugly tale here, but it 


gets treated with all the simplemindedness of Romper Room. 





end, the film is a chronicle of tawdry sex 
that is joyless, graceless, and pointless. 

Ai (Miho Nikaido) is a natural for abuse; 
dressed like a schoolgirl with a red- 
smeared pouty mouth and sloe eyes usually 
agape in horror or hope, she’s a favorite of 
the S&M crowd. Bound and gagged, strad- 
dling a window sill for hours at a time, or 
offering her urine to drink, she’s an inno- 
cent who will have anything done to her for 
a price. The only thing she doesn’t do in 
this 90-minute peep show is have sexual in- 
tercourse. 

If Murakami’s point is to show the soul- 
lessness of modern sexuality, the point is 
made long before we watch a fellow courte- 
san bugger a client named “Turtleface” 
with a 12-inch dildo. If he’s attempting to 
instill a weariness of the flesh, or a revul- 
sion for male brutishness, he’s pretty much

accomplished that aim when a client shack- 
les, masks, drugs, and violates Ai before the | 
opening credits. To his credit, he half- | 
heartedly states a feminist case by support- | 
ing the passive Ai with a lusty dominatrix | 
who teaches her the ropes and a deranged 
opera singer who saves her from the police. 
But like the rest of the film, this self-righ- 
teous, politically correct subtext merely 
serves the purposes of dreary voyeurism. 

Perhaps tired himself of the relentless de- 
bauchery, Murakami provides Ai with an 
obsessive love about an hour into Tokyo 
Decadence. She has a crush on a married 
man; clutching his photo, she makes a pa- 
thetic pilgrimage to his home. It’s a 
poignant respite from the film’s business as 
usual. But it’s completely gratuitous, and | 
not enough to redeem Ai, or the movie. At 
the Museum of Fine Arts.

ou’re never too old to learn 

new tricks — or, maybe, 

turn them.

Love and war 


Fighting over Beverley needs 
to fight a little harder 





— lay an epidermis of sometimes soap-op- 
eratic, tough-talking provincial life over 
taut metaphor and a sinew of class and/or 
sexual violence. Then there are the Park 
Your Car in Harvard Yard plays (and it’s 
worth mentioning that that one had a re- 
spectable run on Broadway, proving quite 
popular with audiences). Fighting over Bev- 
erley is one of these: funny, ironic, emo- 
tional, but lacking the edge that its premise 
— of aging gladiators being kneejerked 
into absurd battle — might have provided. 

There are hints of the themes that fuel 
Park Your Car and the superior North 
Shore Fish — the sense of a whole town 
atrophying amid the poison of past hurt, 
of anticlimactic lives being lived in the 
shadow of youthful romance (epitomized 
here by the songs of wartime chanteuse 
Vera Lynn). Horovitz’s latest also sets out 
to explore the cycle of family dysfunction 
and patriarchal bullying. (One of its 
ironies is that Archie, the superannuated 
ditched love, seems, if sprightlier in his 
chauvinism, as overbearing as longtime 
bad husband Zelly.) 

This time out, though, the playwright 
gets caught up in the gently funny bits, the 
teary realizations, the no-spring-chicken’s 
awakening. Not to mention some pretty 
bad jokes on the language barrier between 
Americans and Brits — the worst being a 
confusion of “loo rolls” (toilet paper) and 
Lou Rawls. 

Fighting over Beverley — which takes its 
name not just from the fisticuffs on stage 
but from the long-ago air skirmish in 
which Zelly lost a leg — is set in a nonde- 
script Gloucester living room, in the mid-

used to be before she jilted him to marry a Gloucester fish cutter. 


dle of winter, where tea is almost always 
being served. At the outset, British-born 
Beverley Shimma is flush with surprise at 
the out-of-the-blue appearance of Archie 
Bennett, the young pilot she heaved for the 
Gloucesterman who’s made her miserable. 
She’s even more flabbergasted (and a bit 
excited) when Arch perkily announces his 
mission impossible: never married, he’s 
come to reclaim her. With the appearance 
of the Shimmas’ Hollywood-talent-agent 
daughter Cecily (shades of Oscar Wilde), 
who’s fleeing marriage number three, the 
triangle becomes a rectangle that, alter- 
nately, threatens to explode any minute and 
suggests the TV screen framing a bad soap. 
Not only does Cecily get into the “fight- 
ing over Beverley,” but she wants Mom to 
ditch both men and come live with her. She 
catalyzes Beverley into remembering how 
she dreaded resembling “my mother, mar- 
ried.” For this chain of women, it seems, 
wedlock, thought to be the solution, has 
been the problem — a ticket to bitterness 
and doormat-dom (though Cecily, spewing 
her anti-male venom amid tears and cack- 
les, makes a pretty prickly doormat). 
There’s nothing too subtle in any of this 
feminist awakening. I much prefer the 
ridiculous edginess, and equally ridiculous 
detonation, of Archie and Zelly’s mutual 
loathing. (There’s a provocative allusion to 
the general wartime resentment between 


Brit and American soldiers.) Unfortunate- 
ly, the Gloucester Stage Company produc- 
tion, directed by Patrick Swanson, plays 
up the silliness, rather than the ugliness, of 
their juvenile/primitive tussle. 

The acting, though, is capable — and, 
in the case of Ted Kazanoff’s powerful, 
lurching Zelly, more than that. Even Mari- 
na Re, who in the first act is so far over the 
top you want to grab her ankles and hold 
on, calms down after intermission. Re is a 
strong actress, but she seems to have eaten 
nails for breakfast as troubled Cecily, who 
should, after all, be closer to Sue Mengers 
than Rosie the Riveter. Still, she has a way 
with a one-liner and aptly conveys the 
childishness into which most grown-ups 
revert when confronted by their parents — 
even when said progenitors aren’t flinging 
their sexual secrets about. 

As Beverley and Archie, genuine trans- 
planted Brits Judy Holmes and David 
Jones are believable, she combining a ma- 
tronly mix of firmness and fragility with a 
soupgon of English Edith Bunker, he unit- 
ing boyish spark with boorishness: But it’s 
Kazanoff who suggests the heartbreak and 
the menace, as well as the glowering comic 
jealousy, of his character. Horovitz would 
do well to take a lesson from this more 
deep-seated performance: yank Beverley 
back to the drawing board and beat a little 
cuteness out of her. Q 





Sick leave 


In Time on Fire, Evan Handler 
tells tales out of hospital

ob Dylan says that “those 
not busy being born are 
busy dying.” The grim 
truth is that some of us 
are busier heading six- 
feet-under than others. Actor Evan Han- 
dler’s one-man performance piece Time 
on Fire (which will be performed at the 
Loeb Drama Center September 7-19, as 
part of the American Repertory Theatre’s 
Fall Festival ’93) is based on the 32-year- 
old Broadway actor’s successful tussle 
with acute myeloid leukemia, an often fatal 
disease. Over a four-year period he was in 
and out of hospitals 10 times for cancer 
therapy; a risky bone-marrow transplant 
saved his life. Instead of trying to bury the 
painful past, which involved fighting off 
not only death but a sometimes indifferent 
medical establishment, Handler decided it 
would be cathartic — for himself as well 
as for audiences — to talk about how it 
feels to toboggan toward extinction. 

“I felt a sense of isolation from people 
when it was over,” Handler says of his 
disease. “I had an unusual understanding 
of what a thin veil separates wellness 
from illness and safety from danger. And 





| that was isolating me from people. I 








wanted an opportunity to tell people ex- 
actly where I had been for the past four 


years and how I felt about it all.” 

His emotions zigzagged from wish-ful- 
fillment highs to grotesque lows: “The 
piece is like a roller-coaster ride. It goes 
from being uproariously funny to being 
poignant and sad and then right back to 
being funny again. And when it works best 
for me is when the audience hops on and 
goes for that ride.” 

The trip wouldn’t be so entertaining, 
Handler insists, if he had opted for rote 
sentimentality or mawkishness. Time on 
Fire looks at the facts of death in America 
with irony, laughter, and honesty. And the 
problems Handler reports are going to take 
more than national health insurance to fix. 

“There’s a desperate yearning in this so- 
ciety for a way to confront issues like ill- 
ness and death in a way that helps disarm 
our fears,” he says. “We just don’t deal 
with the real personal impact of these 
things. You have the sentimentalized ver- 
sion in a lot of movies, and you have Ter- 
minator-type movies that show such mass 
injury and destruction it becomes mean- 
ingless. People are unequipped to deal with 
one of the most common things in life, 
which is when someone or yourself gets 
sick or dies. What’s surprised me about the 
piece is that people are eager to see illness 
presented in a way that is humorous, rebel- 
lious, and life-enhancing, so that they can 
face some of their deepest fears.” 

Time on Fire takes on not only our 





fears but our common frustrations, among 
them the callous attitudes of too many 
doctors and nurses. “There is a lot of real 
arrogance and buffoonery among a certain 
group of medical people. In one section of 
the piece I talk about ‘false hope,’ a phrase 
I don’t quite understand. Hope hasn’t any 
connotations of certainty, and to discour- 
age something doctors and nurses call 
‘false hope’ is confusing to me. I under- 
stand the difficulty and the pain of failing 
to save the life of someone who never con- 
cealed their desire to stay alive, but at the 
same time they are cutting themselves off 
from an awesome source of power. The 
fact is the doctor can quit his job and go 
into another business if he or she is burnt 
out; the patient can’t.” 

Yet if Handler savages the medical estab- 
lishment, he also praises some 


keeps spinning and spinning.” 

Out of the solipsistic tailspin comes 
truthful laughter as well as deep despair. 
Handler doesn’t want to be taken for a 
sage or, God forbid, Saturday Night Live 
deep thinker Jack Handy. “I expected to 
come through the experience transformed 
and completely unsusceptible to a lot of 
the aggravations of life. I failed totally and 
completely. I didn’t walk through a door 
and find green pastures. 

“What I learned is that a life well-lived is 
one where someone succeeds in engaging 
in the mundane with a great and curious 
excitement. I became absorbed in the 
mundane again. The everyday aggrava- 
tions are still there. Life catches you up 
again, no matter how extraordinary the ex- 
perience.” Q 





doctors and nurses, as well as 
the support of his family and his 
former girlfriend, Jackie Rein- 
gold. The performer is passion- 
ately concerned that Time on 
Fire not be seen as a diatribe or 
an act of revenge. His purpose is 
to express, with wit and pathos, 
the cruel absurdity of illness. 

For example, at the end of the 
show’s first act, he opens up his 
hospital bill, which comes to 
$83,506.33. “And the bottom of 
the bill reads, “Your account is 
now overdue. If we do not re- 
ceive payment in 10 days the bill 
will be forwarded to a collection 
agency.’ A lot of Time on Fire is 
about how, when something ter- 
rible happens to you, the rest of 
the world doesn’t stop and take 
notice. You are on your own 
path, going to wherever it might 
take you. The rest of the world 
just demands that its bill be 
paid. You are carrying around a 
universe of personal pain, and 
yet the craziness around you

City stage 





Gilles Ste-Croix is the urban 
ringmaster for Cirque du Soleil

illes Ste-Croix ran away 
from his job as an archi- 
tect to join the circus. 
That is, he mounted stilts 
and founded a troupe of 
skilled street performers that became 
Cirque du Soleil, the acclaimed Montreal- 
based circus that’s redefining the art form. 
Now, with the Cirque’s current touring 
production, Saltimbanco, which brings its 
blue and yellow big top to Boston for the 
first time (September 9 through 19, beside 
the World Trade Center), Ste-Croix 
comes full circle, serving as creative direc- 
tor for a show about the urban experience. 

The Cirque is unique in that it eschews 
animal acts and sideshows in favor of a 
thematically coherent spectacle of acro- 
bats, clowns, mimes, and musicians. 
(Saltimbanco is Italian for “skilled street 
performer.”) “We have that skeleton of ac- 
robatics that carries the whole plot,” says 
Ste-Croix, who has worked in theater and 
opera but prefers the circus. “In theater 
you can fake, but in circus you can’t. The 
emotion of an acrobat doing a jump really 
moves you. At that moment you are very 
much with the acrobat. It’s a moment of 
eternity. You believe death doesn’t exist 
for that moment.” 

That sense of striving toward an ideal 
moment is reflected in the Cirque’s design 
for Saltimbanco’s utopian city. “I’m very 
concerned about the city where my kids 
are growing, where it’s going,” says Ste- 
Croix, whose creative team developed 
Saltimbanco in the wake of the Los Ange- 
les riots. “Cities are becoming multi-cul- 
tural centers. Yet we are far from harmo- 
nious living because we are each behind 
our window, watching TV. It’s far from 
the open discussion with neighbors that 
used to happen. 

“You can see the influence of that theme 
in the costume and set design [for Saltim- 
banco]. It’s very futuristic. We try to re- 
produce in cities what nature does outside. 
We are trying to bring organic structures, 
but in an artificial way. It’s a visionary 
world. Our performers are the visionary 
people of the city. 

“We looked at Blade Runner and all the 
other movies about what cities will be like 
20 or 30 years from now, and they’re real- 
ly gloomy and on the edge. But I think that 
we are survivors. We will not sit around 
waiting for death to come. We will try to 
find solutions. 

“We are born naked. Anything can hap- 
pen. We have to do something individual. 
The first part of the show is about how so- 
ciety tries to make us all conventional. In 








the second part, we go more deeply into 
the theme of what’s underground, what’s 
deep emotionally in those characters. It’s a 
much more eccentric, visceral kind of be- 
havior. It can be shocking or disturbing, 
but that’s what we strive to be, individuals 
that have the power to bring something to 
this world. We don’t have any message. 
We just try to have people leave the show 
with an optimistic outlook.” 

The Cirque is itself an attempt at an ide- 
al community: its performers include cir- 
cus families from around the world. “This 
show has eight different cultures in it, 
playing together. It’s an image of what the 
world can be, countries working together. 
There is no star of the show. Everybody 
has his moment of stardom. You can have 
your moment in the first act and in the 
second be rolling a carpet for your part- 
ners. It’s a very communal thing. 

“I remember the first time we had Rus- 
sian acrobats, they said, ‘I don’t do that. I 
came to do my act.’ I explained that every- 
one does their act, and everyone shares in 
the work. He said, ‘This is Communism! I 
thought I was in America!’ I had to raise 
my voice a little bit, but he stayed.” 

Critics tend to trot out the word “Felli- 
ni-esque” to describe Saltimbanco, which 
is fine by Ste-Croix. “That’s a compliment. 
Although Fellini doesn’t know us. But 
[Francis Ford] Coppola knows us. When 
we play in San Francisco, he always comes 
to see the show and invites the whole cast 
to his house and makes spaghetti and 
serves wine. We have a big time. 

“[Ted] Kennedy came to the show in 
Washington. I was supposed to meet him 
but I never did. I hear Kennedys are every- 
where in Boston.” 

Ste-Croix is a little worried about the 
Boston engagement. “I have a feeling this 
city is a little intellectual-oriented. I worry 
that they will watch the show and try to 
understand it. You must not try to under- 
stand it. You must feel it. 

“This show is for everybody. In Quebec, 
I once played for a lady who was 104 
years old and an Eskimo. She had never 
seen a circus before. She was just like a 
child. In her eyes there were stars, the 
whole constellations of the sky. It was a 
very moving experience. 

“I don’t want the show to sound intel- 
lectual, like children would be bored. Chil- 
dren are wise. They pick up more than we 
do sometimes. Our circus does not have a 
linear plot. It has open images that you 
can interpret any way you want and make 
your own story. Children will pick a char- 
acter and follow it through the story. It’s 
not an intellectual process. It’s an imagi- 
native process. Bring your children. Have 
them bring you, that’s more like it.” Q 
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Designer Roger Dean brings 
futurist fantasies to life

oger Dean speaks softly 
and articulately about the 
“drive for aesthetic satis- 
faction through an elegant 
solution” that has made 
him one of the most recognized designers 
of our times. He’s created furniture, sculp- 
tural architecture, and mechanized futuris- 
tic beasts, but his place in popular culture 
is guaranteed by his work for the music in- 
dustry. In the ’70s, his fantasyland cre- 
ations covered classic albums by Yes, in- 
cluding Tales from Topographic Oceans 
and Relayer; and with his brother Martyn 
he brought those places to life in the 
band’s stage sets. He also designed the 
logo for Virgin Records. 

Preparing for a book-signing tour, for 
the reissue of 1975’s Views and 1984’s 
Magnetic Storm (both by Pomegranate), 
that will bring him to Boston this week, 
Dean acknowledges his impact on the mu- 
sic industry. But he explains that his pas- 
sions lay far afield of album-cover art. 

“I trained to be a designer and have al- 
ways been a good designer. But it took me 
a while to paint well. I became an artist 
over time. One’s craft has several layers: 
draftsmanship, design, aesthetics. This is 
essential. Art cannot exist without crafts- 











manship. I always have my sketchbook 
with me. I draw when I’m on the phone, 
when my bank manager is talking to me 
about the status of my account, I draw and 
end up solving problems without even re- 
alizing it. Sometimes the craft will carry 
me into creative thought and sometimes 
my hand starts drawing before I think 
about it. 

“Early on I was motivated to make 
things that worked, machines that would 
function if I had the chance to build them. 
It was more convincing if they could stand 
up and function realistically. Credibility 
was important to me.” 

Today Dean’s fantastical landscapes and 
mechanized creatures have won the imagi- 
nations of millions. With a third book 
planned for release next year chronicling 
the last 10 years of his work, he’s already 
looking toward the near future, which he 
believes will contain E-PODs (electronic 
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personal orientation devices), virtual-reali- 
ty (VR) orbs. So his company Curved 


Space, in cooperation with Bulletproof | 


software and Animatek, is creating a “si- 
multaneously strange and interesting envi- 
ronment that has no logical reference in 


reality. It’s a serious entertainment value | 


that will provide an ‘ohmigod’ experience. 
We want to amaze people.” 

With the pods completed and the proto- 
type architecture ready to go, Dean is 
helping software developers incorporate 


his landscapes into the VR world. It will be | 


a while before you can boldly go where no 
man — except Dean — has gone before, 
but the first E-POD is scheduled for deliv- 
ery to a West Coast client who Dean says 
shall remain nameless. 

Meanwhile, he’s overachieving in archi- 
tecture as well. His architecture “attempts 
to produce secure spaces that are energy- 
efficient, ecologically sound, sensible, and 
healthy,” he explains. “Buildings are big 
things, and the scope for them to be inspi- 
rational is enormous. I love Gothic archi- 
tecture. Buildings should provide aesthetic 
as well as spiritual inspiration. The mod- 
ern movement is depressing. Buildings 
should be for the soul as well as being me- 
chanical. This may be heretical of me, but 
God moved out of London after the Great 
Fire [of 1666] and Christopher Wren. 
Buildings need to provide a quality of 
beauty on demand.” 

Given his history with the group and his 
friendship with its members, it seems rea- 
sonable to ask Dean what the forthcoming 
Yes CD cover will be. But he says he 
hasn’t been asked to do the jacket and 
probably won’t be. 

“Western civilization is characterized by 
change. Maybe it’s time for a change. Yes 

album covers are not my career. My in- 
volvement with them is minimal; even 
though I’ve done two, maybe three, poten- 
tial covers for them this year, there’s very 
little communication between us. They 
may call last minute and ask to see what 
I’ve got.” Q

Hardcore America 


Punk rock’s snarling cousin is here to stay

he band at Local 186 are 

Sam Black Church, and the 

crowd at this 18-plus show 

are pumped on adrenaline, 

not alcohol. The shirtless, 
sinewy singer takes a break between songs 
to wipe some of the sweat from his eyes 
and lean out to slap hands with kids clos- 
est to the stage. 

Then Sam Black Church kick into a 
searing metallic groove, staccato bursts of 
industrial-strength guitar colliding with a 
subterranean bass line and crushing 
drums. The singer flails his muscular arms 
as if to fend off an army of unseen ghosts. 
As the tempo shifts into overdrive, he un- 
leashes a raw-throated howl, signaling the 
crowd below to begin their ritual dance: 
elbowing and slamming, marching around 
in mock anger, tossing one another into 
the fray. The singer approaches the front 
of the stage, eyes the crowd, then swan- 
dives into a sea of willing hands. This is 
hardcore punk, American style, and_it’s 
back with a vengeance. 

Scenes like this may not be as common 
as they were 10 years ago when hardcore, 


America’s loud & fast answer to British 
punk, was at its peak. But there are strong 
signs of the music’s re-emergence: 

* Original hardcore bands like the Bad 
Brains, Suicidal Tendencies, and, yes, 
Soul Asylum (original name: Loud Fast 
Rules) are thriving in the current alterna- 
tive-friendly marketplace. 

¢ Fugazi, a hardcore band who have 
traditionally operated outside the music 
industry, are scheduled to play the arena- 
sized Wallace Civic Center in Fitchburg, a 
venue usually reserved for major-label big- 
gies like Porno for Pyros and Ministry. 

* Locally, hardcore label Taang! is 
thriving with re-releases of classic Boston 
hardcore as well as new bands like Sam 
Black Church. Meanwhile, packed Sunday 
afternoon all-ages hardcore shows have 
become a ritual at the Causeway. 

¢ Judgment Night, a forthcoming Epic 
soundtrack to an Emilio Estevez urban-ac- 
tion drama, matches up big-deal alterna- 
tive rockers with rap and hip-hop stars 
(Slayer and Ice-T, Helmet and House of 
Pain, etc.), with the result that, as one 
Boston-knowledgeable Epic rep puts it, “it 
sounds just like [seminal Boston hardcore 
band] S.S. Decontrol circa 1983.” 

The currently expanding market for al- 


ternative music has already brought hard- 
core closer to the mainstream. Slam-danc- 
ing, or moshing as it’s now called, has 
cleared the MTV hurdle. Top 10 videos by 
Nirvana and Pearl Jam (“Smells like Teen 
Spirit” and “Evenflow”) feature toned- 
down versions of mosh pits. The video for 
“Smells like Teen Spirit” even embraces 
the anarchic trappings of the quintessential 
all-ages show with its depiction of a high- 
school gym assembly turned mosh pit. 

Nirvana, Helmet, and Ministry have also 
injected the more accessible versions of 
hardcore’s loud & fast aesthetic into the 
mainstream. Helmet’s hard-hitting Mean- 
time (Interscope), new Nirvana songs like 
“Rape Me,” and the speedcore tempos of 
Ministry songs like “Jesus Built My Hot 
Rod” (which features vocals by Gibby 
Haynes of shock punks the Butthole 
Surfers) all claim hardcore as their roots. 
And Ice-T’s much talked about Body 
Count is basically Suicidal Tenden- 
cies—style metal-edged hardcore. 

Original hardcore bands like Social Dis- 
tortion, Suicidal Tendencies, and the Bad 
Brains have survived and, without aban- 
doning their hardcore roots, evolved into 
more commercial ventures. The voice of 
the rebellious self-destructive punk in So- 
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cial D’s flawless 1983 anthem “Mommy’s 
Little Monster” still resonates in singer 
Mike Ness’s Johnny-Rotten-meets-John- 
ny-Cash delivery. Suicidal Tendencies’ 
current radio-friendly metallic gloss hasn’t 
stopped them from playing early hardcore 
hits like “Institutionalized.” They recently 
released Still Cyco After All These Years 
(Epic), a re-recording of their entire first 
album. And the Bad Brains, whose Epic 
debut Rise just hit the stores, are still 
churning out their seamless blend of py- 
rotechnic funk, metallic punk, and laid- 
back reggae. 

Hardcore has also proven itself a fertile 
breeding ground for young talent. As the 
angst-ridden singer for LA’s Black Flag 
and current leader of the Rollins Band, 
Henry Rollins emerged as a spokesperson 
of sorts for Generation X. And right down 
the road in San Pedro, the Minutemen — 
originally thrashers — evolved into fIRE- 
HOSE, a band who've proved that almost 
any genre, from funk to folk, can be 
brought into the punk fold. 

Even the influential Twin Cities Three 
— Hiisker Dii, the Replacements, and 
Soul Asylum — had their roots in early- 
’80s hardcore. Hiisker Dii’s 1981 debut, 
Land Speed Record, was an undiluted shot 
of speed and volume. They went on to in- 
fuse hardcore tempos with the kind of 
thoughtful, introspective lyrics and irre- 
sistible pop melodies that frontman Bob 
Mould would bring to Sugar in the ’90s. 

Following their days as Loud Fast Rules, 
Soul Asylum gradually developed a classic- 
rock swagger that, along with singer/gui- | 
tarist Dave Pirner’s knack for penning | 
gritty and heartfelt anthems, has made | 
them one of the new contenders in MTV’s 
Alternative Nation. And if you can’t imag- 
ine Paul Westerberg as a screaming hard- 
core punk, listen to 1982’s The Replace- 
ments Stink EP (Twin Tone), where he 
rants and raves Rollins-style on “Fuck | 
School” and “Kids Don’t Follow,” the lat- | 
ter of which hits squarely on hardcore’s 
rebellious all-ages credo. | 

Perhaps the best indication of hardcore’s 
increasing appeal is the success of Fugazi. | 
Led by two pillars of the early DC hardcore | 
community — Ian MacKaye of Minor | 
Threat and Guy Piccioto of Rites of Spring | 
— Fugazi have amassed a devoted grass- | 
roots following. They record for MacK- | 
aye’s Dischord label, which just released In | 
on the Kill Taker. They insist on playing | 
only all-ages shows, with a maximum ticket | 
price of $5, and they rarely grant inter- | 
views to the regular press. They’ve reached 
the level at which they can play large 
venues like Wallace Civic Center, where | 
they will be on September 17. Tickets are, 
of course, $5. (Fugazi also play Lupo’s in 
Providence on September 19.) 

Another sign of hardcore’s resurgence is 
the steady flow of re-releases. In the wake | 
of its comprehensive DIY punk series, | 
Rhino has put together two volumes of 
early hardcore called Faster & Louder: 
Hardcore Punk, and Slash has just re- 
leased a comprehensive collection of 
tracks by LA’s infamous Germs entitled 
Germs (MIA). Taang! has also been tap- 
ping into the growing worldwide market 
for classic hardcore with SSD, DYS, Mis- 
sion of Burma, Slapshot, and Gang Green 
compilations. Label founder Curtis Casella 
says, “We’ve managed to sell an awful lot 
of DYS records in Germany, America, Eu- 
rope, and Japan. People knew that DYS 
were a hardcore band who put out a 
record nobody could find, and now, be- 
tween Fire & Ice and Wolfpack, they’ve 
sold like 15,000. And the SSD compila- 
tion (Power) has already sold over 10,000, 
and they never sold more than 5000 
records when they were together.” 

The healthy lineage of bands surround- | 
ing Taang! has helped keep the local hard- | 
core scene alive. Taang! has continued to | 
release new discs by bands who incorpo- | 
rate elements of hardcore, like Moving | 
Targets, whose 1986 debut Burning in | 
Water placed them solidly in the Hiisker | 
Dii/Mission of Burma tradition of hard- 
driving melodic punk. They burn with in- | 
tensity on their latest, Take This Ride. 

Moving Targets’ Ken Chambers also | 
doubled as a member of Bullet LaVolta, 
the late-’80s Taang! band who earned | 
themselves a major-label deal with a fiery | 
metal/hardcore fusion, only to throw in | 
the towel after one release on RCA in 
1991. And the Mighty Mighty Bosstones, 
reigning kings of the Boston all-ages 
scene, learned to marry hardcore and ska 
over the course of two releases on Taang!, 
only to be scooped up by Mercury. The | 
Bosstones’ first EP on Mercury pays trib- | 
ute to their hardcore roots with covers of | 
classics by Minor Threat, SSD, and the | 
Angry Samoans — the first major-label | 
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exposure for any of those bands. 

The national success of bands like 
Fugazi and the Bosstones has fueled the 
emergence of a new crop of up-and-com- 
ing bands who, like Sam Black Church, 
draw on the power and immediacy of 
hardcore. They also have a high-fiving 
one-on-one relationship with their fan 
base that’s equaled only in the hand-shak- 
ing country scene. The four members of 
Sam Black Church joined forces in Boston 
just over five years ago. Guitarist Ben 
Crandall, his brother Jet (vocals), and 
drummer J.R. Roach had limited hardcore 
backgrounds, having been weaned on 
heavy metal in their hometown of Sam 
Black Church, West Virginia. Bassist 
Richard Lewis lived through one of the 
more vibrant early-’80s hardcore scenes as 
a kid in DC but had also been a metal fan. 

“I think we were all disillusioned with a 
lot of our basic heavy-metal heroes when 
we started the band,” explains Roach. “We 
wanted to be much heavier than all the 
bands that were supposed to be super- 
mega-heavy like Métley Criie, and we 
wanted to play the most destructive music 
we could — louder, faster, and harder.” 

Louder, faster, harder, and disillu- 
sioned; that’s exactly how the original 
hardcore bands were described a decade 
ago, when bands like Black Flag, the Bad 
Brains, and the Dead Kennedys set a loud 
& fast precedent that became the standard 
for American punk rock. Most of those 
bands had political agendas, something 
that gradually faded as the Reagan/Bush 
years wore on and bands faced with-the 
limited commercial potential of hardcore 
broke up, outgrew the all-ages scene, or 
headed for the greener pastures of thrash 
metal, which was being pioneered by the 
likes of Metallica, Anthrax, and Megadeth. 

Sam Black Church are typical of many 
of today’s hardcore artists in their desire 
to appeal to both punk and metal audi- 
ences. Their homonymous Taang! debut 
EP bristles with fiery punk energy reminis- 
cent of the early Bad Brains, careering 
through acrobatic segues and shifting with 
machine-like precision between dense, 
mid-tempo metallic grooves and swift 
hardcore tempos. 

“I can’t really say that we play standard 
hardcore music, but we’re not going to dis- 
sociate ourselves from it either,” explains 
Ben Crandall. “I just don’t think that people 
consciously ask themselves whether they 
can like Sam Black Church on the basis of 
whether we’re hardcore or metal. People 
are gradually getting more open-minded, so 
it doesn’t matter what category you’re in. It 
just seems like the energy we have really 
resonates with the hardcore kids.” 

Sam Black Church found their audi- 
ence, the all-ages crowd, back in 1988. As 
Ben Crandall remembers, “we were play- 
ing mostly 21-plus shows and then we got 
offered a big show with Slapshot. We’d 
never been exposed to that audience and 
they really liked us.” 

Bands like Sam Black Church have also 
ushered in a new era of all-ages shows 
here in Boston. Every Sunday at 4 p.m. 
the Causeway opens its doors to a new 
generation of kids who like their music 
loud, fast, and urgent. (On September 26, 
Black Train Jack, a melodic New York 
hardcore outfit who just released their de- 
but, No Reward, on Roadrunner, will be 
headlining.) 

“It’s a very positive scene,” explains 
Shawn McNally, who promotes the 
Causeway shows. “If anyone falls down, 
the other kids help them up and get some 
water for them or whatever. It’s just a very 
positive way of getting out aggression.” 

As punk rock has proven in the past, 
anger and aggression can be a powerful 
and ultimately rewarding source of inspi- 
ration, producing talents as diverse as 
Mould and Rollins. Rhino’s Faster & 
Louder should prove a useful lesson for the 
new generation of punk rockers on the 
broad creative potential of hardcore. The 
trip from the metal thrash of Suicidal Ten- 
dencies’ “I Saw Your Mommy” to the fu- 
turistic surf pop of the Dead Kennedys’ 
“Holiday in Cambodia” covers a lot of 
musical ground. And there’s a lot a room 
lyrically amid the mean-spirited satire of 
the Meatmen’s “One Down Three To Go” 
(about the Beatles), the straight politics of 
D.O.A. and the Dicks, and more intro- 
spective tracks by Government Issue and 
Mission of Burma. Helmet and New 
York’s Biohazard have already set foot in 
promising uncharted territory by collabo- 
rating with the rap groups House of Pain 
and Onyx respectively for tracks that will 
appear on the Judgment Night soundtrack 
in October. Maybe hardcore’s platinum 
potential is still uncertain, but, clearly, its 
influence is stronger than ever. Q

Taang! Records rides the rising road of hardcore 


f punk rock in all its various incarnations, from the Ra- 

mones to Sonic Youth to Nirvana, has had one resound- 

ing message, it’s that anyone can play guitar. That tenet 

may be taken for granted these days, but it’s been re- 

sponsible for more than a decade of noisy, aggressive, 
innovative music. Without it we wouldn’t have had the Replace- 
ments, R.E.M., Nirvana, or countless lesser-known bands 
whose influence nonetheless extended beyond the local scenes 
they never outgrew. Cities like Seattle, Washington, and Boston 
have generated music too raw for the major labels, yet too vital 
to be ignored. 

Which brings us to the second, but no less important, princi- 
ple of punk rock: anyone should be able to put out records. 
That’s what happened with Sub Pop in Seattle, Dischord in 
DC, and in Boston with labels like Taang!, which has nurtured 
the harder fringe of the local underground for almost a decade, 
compiling and reissuing older material by seminal Boston punk 
bands like Mission of Burma (Forget) and SSD (Power), sign- 
ing young groups like the Swirlies and Sam Black Church, and 
feeding the major labels with alternative crossover contenders 
like Lemonheads and the Bosstones. The growth of Taang! 
from a fledgling singles-only label to a lucrative, multi-faceted 
business has paralleled the slow, steady acceptance of alterna- 
tive rock in the mainstream. But it wouldn’t be an exaggeration 
to say that without labels like Taang! the bands that spearhead- 
ed that acceptance wouldn’t have had a chance. 

Back in 1984, Curtis Casella was a student at Emerson Col- 
lege, a DJ at the school’s radio station, WERS, and a big fan of 
homegrown hardcore outfits like SSD, Jerry’s Kids, DYS, and 
the FUs. His introduction to the do-it-yourself ethic came by 
way of England, where he visited the makeshift offices of No 
Future, a singles-only punk label. “It wasn’t run like a compa- 
ny; it was just fans putting out records. It was intense because 
the people who ran No Future were just kids. When I got back 
from England, I knew I wanted to put out a record.” 

Boston already had established labels, including Modern 
Method and Ace of Hearts, and X-Claim, a cooperative run by 
members of SSD, Jerry’s Kids, DYS, and the FUs that put out 
the kind of albums Casella wanted to release. X-Claim was heavi- 
ly steeped in the straight-edge, no-drink-or-drugs hardcore or- 
thodoxy that thrived in Boston and DC in the early ’80s. The last 
piece of the Taang! puzzle proved to be a hardcore band that 
wasn’t straight-edge enough for X-Claim. That band was Gang 
Green, a Budweiser-toting, skate-to-hell, high-octane quartet 
with hedonist songs like “Alcohol” (“You’ve got the beer/We’ve 
got the time/You’ve got the coke/Give me a line”). The first 
Taang! release in 1984 was their “Sold Out/Terrorize” single. 

“Gang Green’s first two-song demo was my favorite radio 
tape and the fact that nobody had put it out was a total joke,” 
Casella recalls. “So I called some people I knew — Ian McKaye 
at Dischord, Glenn Danzig at Plan 9 — and asked them how to 
put out a single. We ended up pressing 2000 copies and figur- 
ing that only half of them would sell. Six weeks later they were 
gone and we ordered another 1100 copies, which also sold out. 
We made $300 and we thought we were on top of the world. 
Most people consider that record to be one of the top hardcore 
singles, and copies of it now sell for like $500.” 

Within a year Casella had released singles by Stranglehold 
(“She’s Not Leavin’ ” has just been reissued on Rhino’s Faster 
and Louder: Hardcore Punk Vol. 2), Noonday Underground 


(who later became Last Stand), and Last Rights (the first vehicle 
for Slapshot vocalist Choke). But Taang! was still basically a 
recreational venture. “I didn’t think that I was going to make 
any money. I got to have these records I was totally stoked on in 
my collection.” 

In 1987 Taang! became a business thanks to a young Cam- 
bridge band then known as the Whelps. “I was working at the 
Harvard radio station and Evan [Dando] and Ben [Deily] gave 
me a tape. They wanted to be on Taang! and they hadn’t even 
played out. I was planning on putting out an album by Choke’s 
new band [Slapshot], a Gang Green EP [Another Wasted 
Night], an Oysters seven-inch, and an album called Burning in 
Water by a band Lou Giordano introduced me to [Moving Tar- 
gets]. I was also planning my first press mailing, so when Evan 
and Ben brought me the first two Lemonheads songs, I agreed 
to include it in my mailing. The final package was huge — three 
albums, two singles, and a piece of paper that said don’t trade 
these in, please review them.” 

Burning in Water made a big splash in England, Gang Green 
toured Germany, Lemonheads got reviewed in Spin — and 
Taang! was up and running. “Suddenly the phones started to 
ring so I signed the Lemonheads and put them in the studio 
with Tom Hamilton to record Hate Your Friends. Between the 
Lemonheads, Gang Green, and Moving Targets, we had inter- 
national recognition.” 

As legitimate as Taang! has become, Casella says he still ad- 
heres to his original goal of “making records that I want in my 
collection. It may be a power trip, but it’s cool to document 
your friends’ bands in a civilized way.” He’s reissued original 
Lemonheads discs like Creator with more elaborate inner 
sleeves and bonus live and demo tracks, including a hilarious 
Dutch radio interview. And he continues to sign new bands like 
Godstar, which features current Lemonheads bassist Nick Dal- 
ton. The re-emergence of hardcore and the mainstream success 
of Lemonheads have certainly boosted Taang!’s sales. Even the 
Bosstones, whom Casella admits he felt obligated to sign (“I 
grew up with those guys so I had to do it, and, let’s face it, I 
didn’t sign them for their commercial potential”), have brought 
a healthy return, selling more than 60,000 copies of Devil’s 
Night Out in one year. 

So Taang! is now a mini-empire with its own distribution net- 
work and publishing company. There’s also a retail store in Har- 
vard Square and a new office/store outside San Diego. As the 
name of the stores (The Kids Will Have Their Say) points out, a 
new generation of kids are being indoctrinated in an actual 
hardcore “tradition” — and shelling out significant cash. 

“Technically Taang! shouldn’t be getting any bigger because 
we’re not going after mainstream bands,” says Casella. “If 
you’re doing that, you might as well work at Star Market and 
just sell product. Luckily, we’re at a point where we can ignore 
the business, but it’s a weird point. I mean, should we join the 
majors after fighting them for eight years or keep going inde- 
pendent and losing good bands like Bullet LaVolta to the ma- 

jors? All I know is that when I start thinking about the music 


industry, I’m upset inside.”

he one time the Swinging 
Steaks played in Nashville, 
they were diddling around 
| during their soundcheck 
when pianist Jim Gambino 
| started playing the funky keyboard lick

“The soundman looked at us and said, 
| ‘Boys, when are you going to stop playing 
| that jigaboo music’?” Gambino recalls. 
| That’s when the Steaks realized two 
| things. First, that they didn’t much care if 
| they ever played Nashville again. Second, 


| that no matter what they’re called in Bos- 
| ton, they’re not a country band. 
| “If you look at our bio, the C-word is 
| nowhere in it,” points out bassist/singer 
| Paul Kochanski. “We’re a rock band that 
| does some country tunes. I know we’ve 
| won a few awards as a local country band, 
| but hey — you can call us Best 
Reggae/Polka Band as long as you give us 
an award for it.” 
| “If you actually feel what you’re doing, 
| there’s not a credibility problem,” adds 
singer/guitarist Jamie Walker. “But even 
in Nashville, where the audience was im- 
| pressed by our thing, they didn’t call it 
| country.” 
In truth, the Swinging Steaks — who

| use). But you can add them to the short 


| 


list of rock bands (and the much shorter 
list of Northeastern rock bands) who’ve 


| absorbed the spirit of country music while 


| not playing it by the book. And one of the 


great mysteries of the local scene is how 
an okay but very mainstream band like the 
Drive (from whom came Walker and 
Kochanski) spawned a much different — 
and, let’s face it, much better — band like 
the Steaks. 

Turns out that it was a trip to Los Ange- 
les in 1989 that soured the Drive on main- 
stream rock for good. “Seeing the main- 
stream at its most pathetic made us start 
playing country songs,” Kochanski says. 

“A friend of ours was one of the biggest 
agents on the Strip,” Walker adds. “Most 
of the bands were young and cutesy with 
real short hair. We stuck out like sore 
thumbs.” By then the Drive were breaking 
a new line-up, with current Steaks mem- 
bers Gambino and singer/guitarist Tim 
Giovanniello. (For a while they had no 
drummer; current member Joe Donnelly 
joined after his old band, the Del Fuegos, 
broke up). “By the time we got back we 
were saying, ‘Fuck the industry, let’s play 
music we like.’ ” 

Which, by then, meant different music 
from what the Drive were doing. “During 
the Drive days I was so heavily into the 
R&B thing, Prince and the Time,” Walker 
says. “I was thinking, ‘I know I’m not 
black and I don’t know how to dance, but 
I love playing this.’ After a while it got 
pretty tired.” And sure enough, the old 
Drive fans hated the new sound. “The ini- 
tial gigs were revolting to them,” he ad- 
mits. “It’s only lately they’ve started com- 
ing back.” 

The resulting bummed-out period drove 
Walker to write the band’s anthem, which 
may still be the best thing in their reper- 
toire. “Suicide at the Wishing Well” is a 
great drinking song for hopeless dreamers, 
sing-along chorus and all. “Just one of 
those songs that happened on me,” Walker 
calls it. It was the title track of last year’s 
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Totally tubular 


The Swinging Steaks step 
out boldly on the Southside 


homemade debut CD, which sold out its 
one pressing of 1000 copies and wound 
up attracting a pair of audiences — the al- 
ternative crowd on one end, country fans 
at another — who couldn’t have cared less 
about the Drive but knew a good tune 
when they heard one. 

Now comes the major-label debut, with 
the band signed to the Southern-rock 
stronghold of Capricorn. “They were the 
only label that didn’t insist we change our 
name,” Gambino says. “Most of the labels 
thought Swinging Steaks was a stupid 
name,” adds Walker, not exactly denying 
it. “The more they said that, the more de- 
termined we got to keep it.” 

Along with their name, the band’s 
sound made it to the majors fairly intact. 
Producer Gary Katz recorded them most- 
ly live, and he got it done in a hurry — a 
big change from the endless studio work 
with his best-known clients, Steely Dan. 
(“That was more Steely Dan’s method 
than his,” Giovanniello says.) Five of the 
best songs are repeated, in the same ver- 
sions, from the Suicide album (including 
the chosen single “Beg, Steal or Borrow” 
— though at the label’s request they’ve 
recorded a “radio edit” that has a rocky 
guitar solo dubbed onto the album’s fiddle 
break). 

The new stuff, however, is a little differ- 
ent. Giovanniello is now sharing the writ- 
ing almost equally with Walker, and the 
new songs tend to fit a more homogenized 
country-rock niche, with fewer of the wide 
jumps between styles that kept you on 
your toes in the first album. That said, the 
songwriting average remains high, particu- 
larly when they kick it out for a pair of 
rockers (“Behind Me” and “Right 
Through You”) toward the end. They can 
pull off a more adventurous move like be- 
ginning and ending the album with the ti- 
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tle track, a successful stab at writing an 
old-time gospel number. And yeah, they’re 
aware that the album shares its name with 
an old Yes epic from the Fragile album. 
“As you can see, we’ve got a big Yes influ- 
ence,” deadpans Gambino. 

Having been down this road before, the 
band members are keeping a clear head 
about making a big-league debut. Instead 
of a splashy record-release party, they’ll be 
doing a bunch of free outdoor gigs, mostly 
at college campuses. Details are still being 
worked out, but they expect to play at least 
one show a day over the next week. “I 
think there’s more people who’ve heard 
about us than have actually seen us, so the 
approach seemed to fit,” Kochanski says. 
“We're a flatbed-truck kind of band.”

XANNA GOES. One of the more colorful 
figures on the Boston circuit, the beehive- 
haired country diva Miss Xanna Don’t, is 
taking off to warmer climes. After a 
farewell show at Charlie’s Tap this Mon- 
day, she’ll be bound for a new home in 
Austin. 

Miss Don’t came to country music out 
of left field, having been a Jell-O wrestler 
and sung in the art band Department of 
Cultural Affairs (which she describes as 
“operatic vocals with noise”). “I did my 
first country gig in spring 1988 at [the 
now-defunct Jamaica Plain club] Green 
Street Station,” she recalls. “It was me and 
[garage rocker] Kenne Highland, doing 
the Kenne & Xanna Show. When it was 
done, Joyce Linehan, who was booking the 
club, came up to me and said, ‘I have no 
use for that art-rock shit, but can you do 
the country thing again?’ ” 

“I’ve been the country queen of Boston 
for five years; to do it for six would be a 
little ridiculous,” Xanna continues. “The 
music I’ve made here isn’t as country as I 
want it to be; the players here like it but 
aren’t willing to make it their life. I want 
things to be hard again; I want to take that 
opening slot and be grateful to get it.” 

She freely admits to career frustration in 
this area. It wasn’t long ago that I saw her 
at the barbecue festival on Fan Pier, where 
she appeared on a bill that included the re- 
united Band, lots of BBQ ribs, and pig 
races. Spotting me at the latter, she gave 
me a horrified look and sighed, “I’m open- 
ing . . . for pigs.” (When I suggested that 
she was merely following pigs, she cheered 
up only a little.) 

Her back-up band for Monday’s gig will 
be the Wheelers & Dealers; others who’ve 
backed her include the Blood Oranges, 
Tackle Box leader Skeggie Kendall, and, 
yep, the Swinging Steaks (who appeared 
with her on the North by Northeast compi- 
lation). 

Despite Xanna’s trash-and-glamor im- 
age, Austin should appreciate her as a 
singer with a mighty voice and a sincere 
feel for the music. But does she think that

the less conservative parts of her act — 
the hair and costumes, the lascivious refer- 
ences to k.d. lang — will go down well in 
Texas?

ROLLERS SHOW. The only local radio 
show that defines “classic rock” as Bo 
Donaldson & the Heywoods, Barry Scott’s 
’70s-obsessed Lost 45s (heard Sunday 
nights on WBMX) has now lasted longer 
than the ’70s themselves, celebrating its 
12th anniversary with a gig at Zanzibar 
last week, with the reunited Bay City 
Rollers as guests of honor. So has time 
vindicated the Rollers as serious artistes 
after all? Nope, but it has proven that they 
were never too far away from a lot of other 
pure-pop groups (Raspberries, maybe 
even Big Star) that were considered hip- 
per. The only real difference is the Rollers’ 
soft core. A great pop band work emotion- 
al complexity into those tunes; with the 
Rollers — who still come off as teen idols, 
even though they’ve stopped wearing the 
tartans — everything remains summer 
love and Saturday night and shang-a-lang. 
Which isn’t to say that those aren’t real 
good things sometimes.

ummer — that’s when 
the major orchestras usu- 
ally perform music 
they’ve already played 
during the regular sea- 
son, or else music that’s not too hard to 
play, so they don’t have to rehearse too 
much and audiences don’t have to think 
too hard, either. 

But there’s also a tradition of more ad- 
venturous summer music. At Tanglewood, 
the Contemporary Music Festival, under 
the direction of the brilliant British com- 
poser-conductor Oliver Knussen, was con- 
centrating on the works of visiting com- 
poser-in-residence Alexander Goehr (the 
BSO also repeated Goehr’s challenging 
commission from last season, Colossos or 
Panic). 

Knussen, who’s arguably, along with 
Pierre Boulez, the world’s most gifted con- 
ductor of contemporary music, concluded 
the festival — and his own invaluable stint 
as head of contemporary-music activities 
at Tanglewood — with a couple of re- 
markable pieces. First, a rare performance 
of a late ’50s icon, Karlheinz Stock- 
hausen’s Gruppen. At 29, the mid-centu- 
ry’s precocious genius of modern music 
completed a gigantic 25-minute work for 
three complete orchestras, each with its 
own conductor and all three playing simul- 
taneously. 

Knussen had platforms built on either 
side of the Theater-Concert Hall stage. In 
the middle, in black mock turtleneck, was 
Knussen himself. On our left, wearing a 
gray suit and tie, was Dutch new-music 
specialist Reinbert de Leeuw — all calm, 
alertness, and precision. Opposite him, in 
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white Nehru smock, and leading his group 
with slashing energy, was Robert Spano, 
whose last official public appearance this 
was as BSO assistant conductor (and per- 
haps the likeliest BSO graduate to return 
as visiting celebrity). They had spent three 
weeks working with the extraordinary stu- 
dents of the Tanglewood Music Center. 
And how it paid off! 

The playing and coordinating were stag- 
gering. Each conductor listened to and 
watched not only his own group but both 
of the others, vividly demonstrating how 
closely knit the three “Gruppen” really are. 
It’s as if three planets, three separate noisy 
worlds, were crossing and recrossing one 
another’s space. At one point, two of the 
orchestras must synchronize, but the rest 
of the time it’s near misses, follow-the- 
leader, musical chairs, and tag, with the 
audience in the midst of the surrounding 
swirl of sound. 

A marvelous section of echoing and re- 
bounding brasses made a particularly en- 
veloping effect; a similar section for per- 
cussion was even more mysterious and 
haunting. Very different instruments be- 
gan to sound alike: harp, vibes, and elec- 
tric guitar; piano, pizzicato cello, and tim- 
pani. A passage of pointillist bleeps turned 
into a passage of queasy waves. The over- 
whelming cacophonous climax was like 
being in three factories, or shipyards, 
working full steam. Then after some slith- 
ery harmonics (strings stroked by the 
wood of the bow) and a multi-orchestral 
shiver, Gruppen ends with a quiet little 
blurt of a single horn. 

Knussen announced that the piece 
would be repeated immediately and ad- 
vised everyone in the (very distinguished) 
audience to change seats for the second 
show because the effect was completely

different from every vantage point. From 
further back, Surround-Sound turned into 
Cinemascopic stereo. Being in the midst of 
the action was the more powerful experi- 
ence. But the second go convinced me that 
Stockhausen’s unflagging musical inven- 
tiveness was more than just a spacy ar- 
rangement of instruments. 

Knussen began the program with three 
shorter works: his own Flourish with Fire- 
works, a delirious fanfare/paraphrase of 
Stravinsky’s early bit of orchestral legerde- 
main, Fireworks; Busoni’s uneasy, unset- 
tlingly melancholy Nocturne symphonique; 
and the premiere of Boston composer/gui- 
tarist Armand Qualliotine’s alternatingly 
pretty and hysterical The Promise (I wish 
contemporary composers didn’t so often 
express anguish with the same melodra- 
matic outcries). 

The following evening featured Peter 
Lieberson conducting the first US perfor- 
mance of his 45-minute “melodrama,” 
King Gesar, in which a narrator recites 
and sings the adventures of a quasi-mythi- 
cal Tibetan warrior king (“King of Ling”). 
The composer Hans Werner Henze want- 
ed to commission a piece from Lieberson 
for Peter Serkin, Emmanuel Ax, and Yo- 
Yo Ma; Lieberson added several other 
contrasting but color-saturated instru- 
ments: clarinet(s), flute(s), horn, trom- 
bone, and percussion. 

Douglas Pennick’s fast-moving text, 
verse and prose, resonates with the auras 
of myth and metaphor and mainly avoids 
artsy clichés. Tales of Gesar’s birth, early 
adventures coming into power, races and 
battles, and his transcendent death all whiz 
by at Lieberson’s breakneck and breathless 
tempos, interrupted by several meditative 
passages and a love story. 





The piece calls for a narrator who can 
recite the events with both bravura and al- 
most childlike conviction (the combination 


of simple moral lesson and engrossing ac- | 


tion makes this a promising piece for

kids). But the dashing young English actor | 
Omar Ebrahim, repeating his performance | 


from the 1992 Munich premiere, gave 
Lieberson the worst kind of “I am a British 


actor: look what I can (and, alas, can’t) do | 


with my voice” declamation. High-intensi- 
ty, yes, with a lot of dramatic sweeping of

long hair out of dark eyes, but you didn’t | 


believe a word of it. 


Lieberson’s other problem was that too | 
often the jagged rhythms and exotic colors | 


sounded too much — way too much — 


like certain Stravinsky vocal works: Les | 


noces (with its four percussive pianos), 
Oedipus Rex, and Renard. And the section 
describing the birth of Gesar was ripped 
whole cloth from the playful spoken 
rhythms of the William Walton/Edith 
Sitwell Facade. These elements really need 
to be revised away. 

Still, the color and speed were fun, and

the musicians sizzled, though there wasn’t | 
enough outstanding material for the three | 


most celebrated players. The biggest lyric 


solo, for example, was for piccolo. That’s | 


probably why Serkin and Ax led off with 
Mozart’s two-piano C-minor Fugue and 
Debussy’s Six épigraphes antiques, four- 
hand. Serkin outphrased if not outplayed 
Ax at every turn. But why program these 
except to give the sold-out hall something 
more stellar from the stars?

In Monadnock Music’s 28-year history 
of unusual works, this summer’s annual 
concert opera — Schubert’s Die Freunde 
von Salamanka (its American premiere!) 
— is surely among the most unusual, and 
most enchanting. James Bolle conducted a 
loving and lively orchestra and a resplen- 
dent cast: Jeanne Ommerle (obviously ful- 
ly recovered from her recent vocal ail- 
ment), a scintillating yet touching heroine; 
James Maddalena, gleaming as the tricki- 
est of the titular Spanish friends; D’Anna 
Fortunato, who got to sing — radiantly — 
one of Schubert’s loveliest songs; and ele- | 
gant British tenor Martyn Hill, in a tour de | 
force as both hero and villain. Baritone | 


Donald Collup was especially stylish in | 


several smaller roles, and a promising 


young tenor, Curt Peterson, exuded charm 
and technical confidence (though not 


much vocal warmth). 
Schubert was only 18 when he com- 
posed this singspiel, so it’s still got some 


Haydn and Mozart in it, and the arias are | 
more like songs. But there isn’t a solo, | 


duet, trio, quartet, or chorus that doesn’t 





include some utterly unexpected yet pure- | 
ly Schubertian coloring or modulation, | 


the seeds of a later masterpiece of song 
or symphony (in one pastoral interlude, 
seductive winds anticipate the magical 
Viennese countryside of the C-major 
Symphony). 

Schubert became a master of transform- 
ing insipid verse into profound utterance. 
Here the fresh, inspired, irresistibly tuneful 
(and often melancholy) music rises above 
the conventional plot and language but 
doesn’t yet embrace them. In Johann 
Mayrhofer’s early-19th-century sit-com, 
“Ricky” stages a fake abduction so that he 
can look good rescuing “Lucy”; when he 
feels guilty and confesses, she forgives 
him. “Forget this silly libretto” with its “in- 
terchangeable young romantics,” educator 
and Monadnock patron Charles Merrill 
advised as he read a coy synopsis of the 
lost spoken dialogue. 

But if this opera doesn’t cry out for 
staging, it’s a perfect vehicle for concert 
performance. Maybe now that Bolle has 
done the major Mozart, he ought to start 
an annual Schubert-opera cycle. There 
must be more than one vein of gold run- 
ning through these too-long-neglected 
works.

This was also a devastating summer.

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JETHRO TULL AND 
PROCOL HARUM: 
ROCK AND ROLL OVER? 


The supply of ’70s art-rock bands 
continues to dwindle by the year, with 
groups like Yes and Genesis turning 
into nostalgia acts or hit-singles ma- 
chines. Not so for Jethro Tull and 
Procol Harum, who appeared in Tull’s 
anniversary tour at Great Woods last 
weekend. These grizzled old captains 
are going down with the ship. 

They may, however, succeed in 
keeping it afloat a few years longer. 
The night’s real revelation was Pro- 
col, who’ve been on a spotty (and 
barely noticed) reunion since 1991. 
Nowadays they’re remembered main- 
ly for “A Whiter Shade of Pale,” but 
in their "70s heyday Procol Harum 
had everything a great art-rock band 
needed: R&B roots, invention, and 
grandeur, plus a distinctive and very 
British lead singer. The weekend’s set 
featured a different line-up from their 
last Paradise shows (original organist 
Matthew Fisher is back, joining 
singer/pianist Gary Brooker and 
some capable new sidemen), but it 
came a lot closer to the spirit of the 
glory days. 

Recent tunes from 1991’s Prodigal 


Last year’s live disc, A Little Light 
Music, was their best album in more 
than a decade, stripping the songs 
down to semi-acoustic basics and 
building on their Anglo-folk/blues 
tendencies. The drawing-room set- 
ting of last fall’s Orpheum show like- 
wise suited them better than this 
year’s attempt to prove they can still 
be arena monsters. Too old to rock 
and roll? Perhaps, but still too young 
to die.

PETER AND GRAEME 
JEFFERIES: NEWS FROM 
THE CAKEKITCHEN 


US college radio has embraced New 
Zealand pop/punk bands on Flying 
Nun Records like the Chills and the 
Verlaines, but there’s a whole other, 
less visible side to the country’s un- 
derground music scene. New Zea- 
land’s tiny Xpressway label special- 
izes in marginal performers who, 
though sharing the Flying Nun 
bands’ basis in the strum-and-drone 
of the Velvet Underground, take a 
step further in the direction of the 
dark, strange, and difficult. Many of 
Xpressway’s finer products have 
emerged from brothers Peter and

dusty interior space ruled by primi- 
tive magic. 

In 1987, two years after This Kind 
of Punishment disbanded, Graeme 
Jefferies spent some time in a big 
empty warehouse in Dunedin re- 
cording a solo album, Messages from 
the Cakekitchen (also just reissued 
by Ajax). The vocals of Jefferies’s 
then girlfriend on “Prisoner of a Sin- 
gle Passion” are the only interruption 
in a bleak monologue with the tone 
of an SOS. Although a few tracks do 
offer jarring, repetitive noises, much 
of this is amplified folk music in the 
idiosyncratic tradition of Nick 
Drake. Jefferies doesn’t sound just 
depressed but profoundly isolated, 
looking for a “Reason To Keep 
Swimming”; and certain tracks do 
become pretty dreary. 

Still, Messages for the Cakekitchen 
conveys its sense of despair with a 
singular power. In 1988, Graeme 
turned his album title into a band and 
formed the Cakekitchen, a more con- 
ventional rock combo. Their best al- 
bum remains their first, the superb 
Time Flowing Backwards (Home- 
stead). But if the whispered and 
pounded-out songs on the new Far 
From the Sun (Homestead) are by 
now familiar, they’re never less than 
vivid. 

In 1990, Peter Jefferies recorded 
The Last Great Challenge in a Dull 
World (Ajax), a stark solo album. In 
“Domesticus,” he sings lines like “I 
don’t want to be the victim of my 
own mistake” over the sound of 
someone making a drink, thus cap- 
turing the pathos of a scene in some- 





Stranger were far livelier 
than on disc; and the obvi- 
ous oldies (“Whiter 
Shade” and “Conquista- 
dor”) came off free of clas- 
sic-rock fossilization. The 
set’s centerpiece ran a 
1993 epic, “Last Train to 
Niagara,” into a 1970 epic, 
“Whaling Stories,” which 


numbers hit scary but ex- 


mained intact. After play- 


Brooker announced, 


train slow down at the end, 
but that was an anticlimax.

an emotionally resonant lyric. 
Spotlighting those qualities re- 
mains Tull’s best chance for survival. 


Graeme Jefferies, who’ve been 
recording music on a four-track 
without fanfare for the past decade, 
getting by on arts grants and the gen- 
erous NZ dole. 

In the early 1980s, the Jefferies 
formed This Kind of Punishment, an 
avant-punk collaboration indebted to 
the Wire of 154, the Pere Ubu of 
Dub Housing, John Cale’s solo work, 
and the piano compositions of Erik 
Satie. TKOP’s second record, 1984’s 
A Beard of Bees, just reissued by 
Chicago’s Ajax Records, is a collec- 
tion of disjointed pieces made from 
piano, guitar, and found noise that 
are at once haunting, creepy, and lu- 
minously beautiful. The seven-minute 
“An Open Denial” imbues the line “It 
must be thoroughly ambiguous” with 
an elegiac sense of loss (no small 
feat). Somewhat like the eerie anima- 
tion of the Brothers Quay, the music 
of the brothers Jefferies conjures a

body’s kitchen. On the brilliant “On 
an Unknown Beach,” Jefferies 
sounds lost in Brian Eno’s Another 
Green World. As he sings about an 
“aging land,” his simple piano scales 
induce a sense of hypnotic clarity and 
sadness. 

Peter Jefferies performed last Sat- 
urday at the Middle East as part of 
his first tour of the US, along with 
another Xpressway artist, Alastair 
Galbraith. Jefferies was a surprisingly 
genial and even prankish figure as he 
pounded away at an electric piano on | 
stage. He blushed at the audience’s | 
enthusiastic clapping, and he con- | 
tributed his own spontaneous ap- | 
plause when he noticed someone in a | 
Barbara Manning T-shirt. The show | 
wound down with an improbably hi- | 
larious rendition of “An Open De- | 
nial” featuring a beer-stained Gal- | 
braith on violin.

o where do Aerosmith fit 

at this stage of the game? 

Even from the beginning,

| and Led Zeppelin. Emotional and lyrical 

depth? Do you think “profound” when the 

band go into “social commentary” like 

“Janie’s Got a Gun” or the emotive power- 
balladry of “Dream On”? 

It doesn’t matter. For now, let’s just say 
| you can have the angst of Nirvana and 
| Guns N’ Roses, the generational relevance 

of a slacker outfit like Dinosaur Jr., and 
the social critiques of rap. Aerosmith 
demonstrated their own version of “con- 
| tent” last week in the first of two sold-out 
| shows at Great Woods: if the band are 
| about anything, it’s about rock-and-roll 
virtuosity. And, as they proved, virtuosity 
for its own sake can get pretty deep. 
The show covered the band’s whole ca- 
reer, including half a dozen tracks from 
| their latest, Get a Grip (Geffen). And in 
| that survey there was hardly a detectable 
| trace of anything you’d call musical 
| growth. “Toys in the Attic,” “Shut Up and 
| Dance” — one’s from 1975, the other 
from 1993, but they could have been writ- 
ten and produced in the same year. 
| They’re balls-out power-rockers, both 
| played perfectly. 
| If that suggests some kind of drab effi- 
| ciency, think again. Musical risks were 
built into every one of the 22 numbers 
Aerosmith played in their two-hour-plus 
| Set: from the rapid-fire rap “Intro” to “Eat 
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off

the Rich” to the technical demands of Joe 
Perry’s stunning slide guitar solo on “Draw 
the Line” to even, yes, that final chorus of 
falsetto yowls from Steven Tyler on 
“Dream On.” And because the band have 
mastered the dramatic effects of dynamic 
shifts and the readymade narratives of 
blues and pop song structures, every virtu- 
osic triumph feels earned. In short, you’re 
never bored at an Aerosmith show. (Wish I 
could say the same about Dinosaur Jr.) 

And, of course, there’s the feat of sus- 
taining those peaks over the course of a 
long show. Plowing a well-defined tradi- 
tion (their own), dishing up one heaping 
serving after another of the meat and pota- 
toes of the Big Beat, the band still found 
plenty of variety. “Draw the Line” began 
with Perry’s blues slide solo, a beautiful 
mix of lead lines and low-end rhythm 
picking culminating in a big ripping chord. 
His guitar followed Tyler’s vocal lines 
through the song and brought it down to a 
hush until Joey Kramer’s drum cue 
brought the band back with a roar and 
Tyler’s yelping climax. 

“Shut Up and Dance” began with just 
guitar and drums with Tyler on piano key- 
boards before wending its way through a 
twangy, lyrical Perry solo and then a big 
crunching chord to bring on the tune. 
There were Kramer’s amazing cross- 
rhythms driving the tune through the 
bridge; there was a screaming melodic 
solo from Perry before he backed Tyler’s 
vocals with held notes that made it sound 
as though they were singing in one ungod- 
ly multiphonic voice. 

Then there was the Joe Perry vocal fea- 
ture. One was a new addition to the set, 
the blues standard “Stop Messin’ ’Round”; 
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STEVEN TYLER AT GREAT Woops: you’re never

the other was “Walk On Down,” from the 
new album. Such interludes can fall flat in 
other arena-rock shows — think of 
GNR’s “November Rain” symphonic bom- 
bast, or even the Keith Richards numbers 
on a Stones tour. Perry used it to keep the 
heat on (and in truth, his light attractive 
vocals were a welcome break from Tyler’s 
heldentenor). “Messin’ Round” was the 
kind of jump number Roomful of Blues 
might pull out. There was a brawling road- 
house-sax solo from the band’s guest key- 
board man, Thom Gimbel; there were 
some stinging B.B. King licks from Perry, 
and some sharp lead interplay between 
Perry and rhythm-guitarist Brad Whitford 
with propulsive stop-times. 

Through it all, Aerosmith maintained that 
perfect rock-and-roll balance between pre- 


cision and abandon. Kramer’s contribution 
shouldn’t be underestimated; his combina- 
tion of accuracy and power was jaw-drop- 
ping, and he steered the band all night. 

You could call Aerosmith the world’s 
greatest party band, but that would be sell- 
ing them short. Their performance of 
“Janie’s Got a Gun” might not have gotten 
anyone reflecting on child abuse, but it 
was transporting nonetheless, simply be- 
cause it sounded so good. What’s Aero- 
smith’s music about? Maybe it’s about 
their own motivation. After all, the title 
Get a Grip supposedly came out of the 
band’s struggle to produce an album that 
was up to par. According to Tyler’s press 
notes, it’s “about getting off on this band. 
That’s all it’s ever been.” At Great Woods, 
that was plenty. Q 
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Newport’s Shake-a-Leg 


benefit brings out the stars

he organizers of last Satur- 
day’s benefit at Fort Adams 
State Park in Newport had 
taken to calling it “Para- 
palooza.” That says a lot 
about the punk-rock attitude that perme- 
ates the non-profit agency, which provides 
second-stage rehabilitative services to 
those with spinal-cord and other potential- 
ly debilitating injuries. Unfortunately, on a 
day when the skies ranged from blazing 
sunlight to crackling lightning and lemon- 
drop beads of rain, the star-studded col- 
lection of artists put on performances that 
were alternately brilliant and soggy. 

Co-organizer Gary Smith, manager of 
headliners Belly, recently discovered first- 
hand the wonders of Shake-a-Leg’s pro- 
gram when his mother, Marie, suffered a 
broken neck, The 1992 Newport concert 
showcased Sonic Youth, Throwing Muses, 
and Cell (Sonic Youth manager Bob Law- 
ton is also a key organizer). This year, 
aside from Belly, the show included Natal- 
ie Merchant (in her first local solo appear- 
ance after parting ways with 10,000 Mani- 
acs), Billy Bragg, Buffalo Tom, and Tackle 
Box. It opened, however, with Bob Kendall 
(brother of Tackle Box lead singer Skeg- 
gie) in a par-boiled meat-and potatoes folk 
set that lacked fire until he dedicated Gary 
Smith’s “The Long Road” to Smith’s 
mom. 

Tackle Box followed, sticking mostly to 
songs from On! (Rockville) and exhibiting 
an occasional Velvet Underground influ- 
ence, most notably in Skeggie Kendall’s 
Lou Reed-like vocal mannerisms. By far the 








most aurally dynamic act of the day, they 
roared on “You Don’t Have To Say You 
Love Me” before bringing it back down 
with a haunting “Next Time.” “Grand Ho- 
tel” proved a ballistic finale, ending with a 
Sonic Youth—style instrumental assault. 

Buffalo Tom followed with a set of 
largely new material from their upcoming 
Big Red Letter Day (Beggars Banquet/ 
EastWest), and they had the crowd in their 
hands from the git-go. The Boston trio 
cranked through several of their radio- 
friendly singles before launching into “Lat- 
est Monkey,” replete with their punchy 
punk-rooted chord work. 

After a brief set change (marked by the 
playing of Newport homie Kristin Hersh’s 
new solo album), Billy Bragg emerged in 
an old T-shirt and shorts and, as is his 
wont, waxed sarcastic, noting the size of 
the huge fortress and wondering “whether 
you Americans built it because you were 
afraid of all those marauding Greenlanders 
and Nova Scotians.” Although tuning sna- 
fus provided Bragg with ample opportuni- 
ty to goof off, his banter always mean- 
dered back to reality, and as he noted the 
30th anniversary of Martin Luther King’s 
“I Have a Dream” speech he issued a chal- 
lenge for “a real gun-control bill, one that 
will let people dream dreams without be- 
coming intimidated.” 

Subsequently, this knock-kneed cockney 
version of Woody Guthrie silenced the 
crowd with riveting versions of “St. Swith- 
in’s Day,” “World Turned Upside Down,” 
“Accident Waiting To Happen,” and “Ru- 
mours of War.” He kept things from be- 
coming too strident with altered versions of 
“Great Leap Forward” and “Sexuality.” In 
the latter, he replaced the Robert De Niro 
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line with “I look like Boris Becker, driving 
a flowery double-decker.” He added one 
new song, a gloomy ode to the homeless 
called “The Gulf Between Us,” which he 
wrote for an upcoming BBC movie. 
Halfway through “Sexuality,” Natalie 
Merchant came dancing and twirling on 
Stage to join Bragg on Iris Dement’s “Let 
the Mystery Be.” The duo then attempted 
to get through their co-written “Bread and 
Circuses,” but Natalie forgot a verse and 
the tune wandered off lamely. Bouncing 
right back, Merchant lent a wistful air to 
country classic “Jolene” before settling 
into a brief solo set on piano, which in- 
cluded the Maniacs’ somber “Eat for 
Two.” Although she played capably, her 
normally strong voice sounded a trifle 
wan. Smith and Bragg rejoined her for an 
off-kilter version of the Monkees’ “Day- 
dream Believer,” then scampered off stage 
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as pregnant clouds threatened to burst and 
stagehands raced out to encase the ampli- 
fier stacks with plastic. 

After a frenzied set change, Belly ap- 
peared with Star’s “Angel,” which was 
mottled by guitar problems for Tanya 
Donelly and Tom Gorman. Lightning 
bolts started to lick the sky, so the band 
careered through the title track and their 
next single, “Geppetto.” As the drizzle in- 
creased, there was a spooky, skin-prick- 
ling version of “Low Red Moon” height- 
ened by Donelly’s keening, anguished 
wail. A just-completed world tour has 
tightened this band; they raged through 
crashing versions of “Slow Dog,” “Feed 
the Tree,” and “Dusted” and a rearranged 
“Are You Experienced?” (slated to appear 
on an upcoming Hendrix tribute compila- 
tion) before pleadings from their justifiably 
anxious manager ended the set. Q

Henley, Sting, and company 
prepare for Walden benefit

s Don Henley makes the fi- 
nal arrangements for the 
latest fundraiser in his 
drive to preserve Henry 
David Thoreau’s old 
stomping grounds, he recalls a particular 


| Thoreau quotation: “Our lives are frittered 
| away in detail.” 


And in preparing for the Concert for 
Walden Woods on September 6 at 


| Foxboro Stadium, featuring Henley, Elton 


| set by Aerosmith, 





John, Sting, Melissa Etheridge, and a brief 
“there are a million de- 
tails involved,” Henley explains. “I make 
most of the phone calls myself. I’ve been 
involved in the design of the T-shirts, set- 
ting the running order of the show, getting 
a revolving stage built, getting a lighting 
director who would do it for free, sound 
equipment, a million things.” 

At least booking the stadium, the environ- 


| mentally oriented venue of two Earth Day 
shows, was easy. “The people at Foxboro 


| have offered us that stadium for quite some 


time now, rent free.” The former Eagles 


| frontman hopes to raise $1 million for the 


Walden Woods Project at the show. 

Even though the Walden area is no 
longer endangered by commercial devel- 
opers, the project is not out of the woods 
yet. “We have purchased the lands that 


| were threatened. But we have $4.5 million 
| in loans to pay off. The Trust for Public 
Land loaned us $2 million in order to 


make this most recent acquisition. The de- 


| velopers themselves agreed to carry 


| 


$500,000 interest-free for 18 months. An- 
other $1 million came from the state, 


| which purchased a conservation restriction 





over the property. 

“We cannot keep these properties. We 
want to donate them to a local land-trust 
organization, and they will be accessible to 
the public. We'll be involved with the plan- 
ning future of this property.” 

Henley has spent so much time working 
to save Walden Woods (upcoming benefits 
include the release of Common Thread, an 
Eagles tribute album recorded by new 
country stars, and a Boston premiere of 
the Jack Nicholson-Michelle Pfeiffer film 
Wolf) that he hasn’t released an album 
since 1989’s The End of the Innocence. 

“The Walden Woods project takes up a 
great deal of my time. It also enriches my 
life in ways that have probably improved 
my songwriting. On the other hand, it’s 
usually three or four years between albums. 
So I’m not really that far off schedule.” 

Henley’s lawsuit against the David Gef- 
fen Company, to get out of his contract, 
has also kept him out of the studio. “My 
communication with Mr. Geffen has bro- 
ken down completely. I have absolutely no 
respect for him anymore.” 

Henley’s prickly attitude did not endear 
him to provincial, xenophobic New Eng- 
landers when he launched his crusade in 
1990. “When I first came here, people 
were very skeptical, cynical even. I sup- 
pose it does seem odd for a rock-and-roll 
musician who lives in California to come 
to New England for a cause as esoteric as 
Walden and Henry Thoreau. But by and 
large, people there have been extremely 
supportive. People have supported our 
walkathons and our concerts for the past 
two years. I’ve met wonderful, interesting, 
dynamic people who have made this pro- 
ject possible and who will be friends for 
the rest of my life.”

In recent months, Henley and other Hol- 
lywood do-gooders have endured a back- 
lash of resentment for their alleged sway 
over Washington. “It’s bullshit. We don’t 
deserve it. The Hollywood I know is full of 
hard-working, concerned, committed, 
bright people. Which is not to say that there 
are not scam artists and frivolous people 
here, just like there are in any industry. 
People I know have committed more time 
than anyone will ever know toward raising 
money for an ongoing array of charities. 
The majority of the money that’s been 
raised for Walden Woods has been through 
the entertainment community.” 

Fame doesn’t make you an environmen- 
tal expert, but Henley insists, “I am an ex- 
pert on the environment, whether people 
like it or not. I’ve been an environmentalist 
since before I was a famous rock-and-roll 
star. I have just as much right as Exxon or 
Dow Chemical to lobby the government. 
I’m doing what I see fit for this planet and 
this country because I love this country 
and I love this planet and I love nature and 
I would like to see it preserved.” 


And he dismisses the nay-sayers with 
Capra-esque optimism. “The kind of sup- 
port I’ve seen as I’ve traveled around the 
country autographing the book [Heaven Is 
Under Our Feet: A Book for Walden 
Woods, a collection of short essays by ev- 
eryone from Henley and Whoopi Goldberg 
to Robert Bly and James Michener] is 
overwhelming. People would stand in the 
rain for hours to get this book signed, not 
because I’m famous, but because Henry 
David Thoreau has touched their lives. 

“They understand that the battle to save 
Walden Woods is symbolic of all the other 
battles going on in every town to save what 
precious little is left of our natural re- 
sources from the hands of the greedy and 
the insensitive. They understand that our 
communities have been taken away by the 
fat cats. We want them back. Since 
Walden is the birthplace of the modern en- 
vironmental and conservation movement, 
it’s a good place to start.” QO

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Todd Rundgren’s mixed-up 


CD for a mixed-up world

uring the chaotic first few 
seconds of Todd Rund- 
gren’s No World Order 
(Rhino/ Forward), you 
might think your CD 
| player is screwing up. But as the album 
| kicks in, you realize what Rundgren’s on 
about. Your CD player is fine. It’s the 


| world that’s screwing up. 


In a career that’s produced more than 
its share of brilliantly weird (and some- 
times just plain weird) albums, No World 
Order stands out as one of the most frus- 
trating but fascinating. If you’ve heard 
anything about it, you’ve probably heard 
that it’s the first “interactive” album, de- 
signed to be played on the newly marketed 
CD-I machines. If you’ve got the hard- 
ware, the various pieces of the songs 
(verses, choruses, bridges, instrumental 
breaks) can be shuffled around into any 
number of variations, which in turn can be 
mixed and remixed according to your son- 
ic preferences. Rundgren is serious about 
this; he plans to record all future albums 
this way and eventually to retool the old 
ones. And he’s even started billing himself 
as TR-I, for Todd Rundgren Interactive 
(hey, if Prince can change his name to a 
dumb symbol . . .). 

Which is fine, providing you've got 
$500 to blow on a piece of equipment that 
can, as yet, play only one album. (Even 
Rundgren admits that “it’s really an album 
designed for the world five years from 

now.”) Meanwhile, the plain old non-in- 


| teractive CD version gives you plenty to 


| chew on. Longtime fans shouldn’t be too 
surprised by the album’s jump-cut struc- 


ture and its complete lack of straightfor- 
ward pop songs: Rundgren tends to se- 
duce and abandon the pop format on a 
regular basis. And his more left-field al- 
bums (ranging from 1973’s A Wizard/A 
True Star to 1986’s A Cappella) are often 
his best ones. No, the real shocker is that 
Rundgren has done something no white, 
middle-aged rocker has ever gotten away 
with. He’s made a rap record. 

More to the point, he’s come up with a 
new hybrid that involves rap breaks, fleet- 
ing pop hooks, prog-rock guitar solos, and 
beat-box rhythms; and it’s saved from 


THE SHOCKER is that Rundgren has done something no white, 


gimmickry by the abrasive, uneasy-listen- 
ing nature of the music. The overall mes- 
sage is a familiar one for Rundgren 
(roughly, that the modern world’s in big 
trouble, and that caring for oneself and 
each other is the closest thing to a solution 
anyone’s come up with). And it gains bite 
when expressed in this language. Rund- 
gren’s usual specialty, the pop-soul ballad, 
is sacrificed here, but it’s a fair exchange 
for the rhythmic and structural invention 
of the album’s best moments (the guitar 
outburst on “Word Made Flesh” and the 
giddy pop-rap blend on “Love Thing,” to 
name two). 

Interviewed at the Four Seasons Hotel 
last week, Rundgren began talking about 
music and branched out from there. “Until 
recently, rap was a genre that I’d put in 
the same category as country music — 
meaning that it had a certain core sensibil- 
ity and wasn’t going to get outside of that. 
Then I heard a few acts that managed to 
stretch the range of possibilities of rap 
techniques, that put it closer to what I like 
to hear in music — people like P.M. 
Dawn and Arrested Development. It 
seemed that rap no longer had to express

the hardcore street sensibility to be rele- 
vant; it sort of moved from the dick up to 
the head. I had to integrate it fully into 
what I was doing, so it wouldn’t seem I 
was cashing in. 

“The record reflects a number of things 
that are implicitly contemporary. One is 
the idea of information overload. Almost 
any experience you have with contempo- 
rary media contains more data than you 
can absorb. You have to watch it repeated- 
ly or it bypasses your conscious mind and 
lodges in the subconscious. So the style of 
music has the information-overload as- 
pect, the gnat-like attention span and the 
reluctance to focus on any one thing, plus 
the idea of musical ideas being recycled in 
different ways, like a record that spawns 
mutant reproductions of itself.” 

But the album’s real motivation is more 
surprising. “In my personal philosophy, all 
of this is ultimately linked to that other ex- 
plosive phenomenon, which is the human 
population. Putting it simply, there are too 
many damn people in the world, and it’s 
starting to affect everything we do. It’s not 
that technology is pestering us; it’s that 
we’re using technology to pester each oth- 
er. The reason is that the world is over- 
crowded and we’re trying to pester each 
other right off the planet. We have yet to 
deal with this consciously, but every 
species has the subconscious awareness 
that it can’t just reproduce indefinitely. . . . 
There is that element in the subject matter; 
that technology won’t necessarily save us, 
and that self-awareness is still my vehicle 
for so-called salvation. 

“We don’t assume that even our closest 
primate cousins worry about how they got 
there, or pray to some creative being they 
imagine is there. Human beings therefore 
occupy this unique niche in the known 
universe. We have the same prerogatives 
that all other animals have — reproduc- 
tion, survival — but we’re also aware that 
other animals don’t show pity on other 
species, or even their own species. The 
one unique thing that humans are capable 
of is this degree of empathy. So we’re in a 
situation where our problems can be 
solved only by total ignorance or total en- 
lightenment; but we don’t have either. 
Sorting it all out is much of what so-called 
art is about. And for the most part, that’s 
the subject matter of my music.” Q

He could have 
been “Josh Van Driver”, or “Mike 
Ramone”, or the one he did indeed 
select: “Josh Pitt”.

Plain country 


A new box captures 
populist Porter Wagoner

ame across a great mid- 
50s shot of Willie Nel- 
son the other day, but 
not a soul in the room 
could identify its subject, 
one of the more recognizable men in the 
world. Back in his pre-pigtail days, before 
enormous success earned him the liberty 
of grooming any way he chose, Willie 


| looked a cross between a Playboy reader 


and a potato. 

In a music that touts tradition almost as 
often as a draft-beer tap is pulled, that’s a 
big leap in image. Compare it to the shots 
of Nelson’s contemporary Porter Wagoner 
in the booklet that accompanies the splen- 
did new The Thin Man from the West 
Plains: The RCA Sessions, 1952-1962 
(Bear Family) and you have a whopping 
contrast to mull over. With his bony face, 
beamish smile, and demi-pompadour, 
Wagoner looks and sounds exactly the 
same as he did on a recent Saturday night 
on TNN’s live broadcast from the Grand 
Ole Opry: ain’t much changed with the 
thin man during the almost 50 years he’s 
been in business. 

After a month of living with the four-CD 
set, that solidification of style is easy to 
abide. The singer has always evinced an 
alluring artlessness. By paying attention to 
the country audience’s tacit demands for a 
neighborly persona, Porter (can’t conceive 
of calling him Wagoner) has let his natural 
charm become a key part of his profes- 
sional disposition. His tunes are both 
hearty and hoky, his delivery is un- 
adorned; it would be wrong for any up- 
and-comer to overlook his music, especial - 
ly the stuff presented here. It’s culled from 
an era that was his zenith. 

One reason Porter’s approach has 
stayed steady-on is because it works. From 
the radio broadcasts that made him a re- 
gional celebrity in the Ozarks during the 
early 50s to the TV show that he hosted in 
the ’60s, he quickly bonded with audi- 
ences. An anecdote he relates in the set’s 
well-researched booklet is illustrative. Fin- 
ishing one of his first radio shows, he re- 
quested listeners to drop a line if they liked 
the performance. Days went by and his 
slot remained empty. Finally a secretary 
asked when he was going to pick up his 
mail. “As soon as I get some,” Porter an- 
swered. She directed him to the basement, 
where oversized boxes were teeming with 
letters. He’s always had plenty of fans — 
that’s one reason he’s had a lengthy rela- 
tionship with the commercially pragmatic 
Grand Ole Opry. 


Perhaps people responded because 
Porter could express the honky-tonk aes- 
thetic. of commiseration with the best of 
them. The bastion of beer-soaked confes- 
sion was (and is) an ersatz shrink’s 
couch, Where one could fret freely and 
confide worries with a chum or five. Early 
on, say around ’53, when his vocals were 
still under the spell of Hank Williams, 
“Don’t Play That Song” revealed Porter’s 
aptitude for credible boo-hooishness. He 
never had Hank’s stark feeling for dread, 
but when he starts busting apart his sylla- 
bles at the start of the tune, the tribula- 
tions of spoiled romance are instantly ap- 
preciable. The liquid notes of the steel 
guitar that blossom simultaneously con- 
jure tears falling down his face, and 
Porter builds his poignancy around them. 
The set is littered with similar gorgeous 
moments, though by ’61, the anguished 
tone is tempered with the que sera sera 
cheer of “Misery Loves Company.” 

Silliness has long been part of country 
music’s personality; because his roots are 
in entertainment, Porter occasionally goes 
to the limit with the frivolity. “I used to 
hunt and fish/Till I kissed a girl, and 
wow/ Makin’ love to them/That’s my hob- 
by now.” The title’s fairly blunt: “I Like 
Girls.” In “Hey, Maw,” he relates how his 
mother and he went to milk the cows and 
everyone was worried when mom never 
made it home. By the end we find out that 
— oops! — sonny boy accidentally locked 
her in the stable. 

Like most singers, Porter had to bow to 
the stylistic standards of the times. So The 
Thin Man moves from backings as gaunt 
as their singer, from the nifty harmonies 
created by the leader and band members 
Don Warden and Speedy Haworth (first 
heard on Wagoner’s signature tune “A 
Satisfied Mind”), to the rich fiddle & steel 
ditties and tunes with wonderfully icky 
background singers. And in the late ’60s, 
his singing partner would be one Dolly 
Parton, with whom he had a string of Top 
10 country hits. 

Nope, he hasn’t garnered many “main 
influence” pull-quotes from neo-tonking 
young Nashvilleans of late; neither has he 
been the subject of any still-potent-icon 
articles, like George Jones and Willie him- 
self now that Across the Borderline has gal- 
vanized a positive critical consensus. But 
Porter shouldn’t be thought of merely as 
the gent who launched Dolly’s rocket or 
the guy with Music City’s glitziest get-up 
(his fantastic Nudie suits are just as fa- 
mous as he is). As The Thin Man reminds 
us, his most prominent persona has been 
that of an orthodox, versatile, and amusing 
showman. Q

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xxx Robert Dick, THIRD 
STONE FROM THE SUN (New 
Worid/Counter Currents). Acous- 
tic flute versions of Jimi Hendrix 
songs sound about as promising 
as a bagpipe homage to Marvin 
Gaye. Surprise! Robert Dick's 
Hendrix tribute is not only a suc- 
cess, it’s one of his most satisfying 
albums. Dick’s previous recordings 
often sounded like exercises in 
extended techniques. Here, his 
virtuosity serves expressive ends, 
and every track has its startling 
moments. 

On the solo tracks “Green- 
house” (an original based on 
Hendrix’s “Red House”) and 
“Purple Haze,” Dick's sonic bag of 
tricks creates perfect counterparts 
to the guitarist’s psychedelic out- 
pourings. On “Pali Gap,” the flute’s 
rippling, transparent lines flow in 
cool waves over the sturdy beat of 
drummer Jim Black and bassist/ 
guitarist Jerome Harris. The over- 
dubbed flute “sound” piece “It’s 
Still Like It Wouldn't Be Yesterday” 
avoids self-indulgence. Perhaps 
most surprising, “Voodoo Child 
(Slight Return)” and the title track, 
featuring the Soldier String 
Quartet, avoid a stodgy “classical” 
sound. Because Dick never tries 
to rock as hard as Hendrix (he 
couldn’t) but looks instead to 
match Hendrix's febrile search for 
weird sounds, the album works as 
a heartfelt salute to a visionary 
bluesman, and as music that 
stands on its own.

**x*1/2 Jay Hoggard, IN THE 
SPIRIT (Muse). Vibraphonist Jay 
Hoggard here pays homage to late, 
great sax/flute/bass-ciarinet player 
Eric Dolphy with James Newton 
(flute) and Dwight Andrews (bass 
clarinet, alto flute, soprano sax). 
“Gazzelioni” is an “out” take dedi- 
cated to a virtuoso Italian flutist. 
There’s a fine “Stolen Moments” 
(from Dolphy’s collaboration with 
Oliver Nelson), and there are eerie 
moments on “Praying Out Loud,” 
where Newton and Andrews create 
the effect of “Dolphy” duetting with 
himself. Newton captures his 
overblowing and gentle archness; 
Andrews is more stuffy-nosed on 
bass clarinet. Hoggard leads with 
loose self-effacement and plays 
with cool charm, lashing his fine 
whip sharply on “Gazzelloni.” 
There’s an additional homage: the 
late Ed Blackwell, in one of his last 
dates, contributes slapping brush 
work (on the smooth samba “After 
Love”) and street-smart tripping 
meters.

**xx An Emotional Fish, JUNK 
PUPPETS (Atlantic). For a sec- 
ond album, self-reference is pre- 
mature; here the Fish lift a bass 
line and echo a lyric from their first 
single “Celebrate” (on the other- 
wise gritty “Harmony Central”). At 
least the rest of the album treads 
different, if not new, territory. The 
Fish are catchy, laying the guitars 
on thick; singer Gerard Whelan’s 
voice menaces nastily through 
songs influenced more by 
American '70s guitar bands than 
by U2. “Rain,” the album's opener, 
assaults with heavy guitar and 
bass and then slides easily into a 
memorably harmonious chorus. 
The ballad “Careless Child” builds 
into a swirl of string orchestration. 
Sometimes they try too hard to 
sound American (“If God Was a 
Girl,” “Yeh Yeh Yeh”), but when 
they hit it right (as on the bluesy, 
cynical “Digging This Hole”) it 
doesn’t matter.

The nov- 
elty interest in Apache Indian’s 
dancehall debut is that he really is 
Indian — from India. He’s also 
completely dancehall, embedded 
in the chunky skanking of the 
music, the patois of his toastmas- 
ter talking. Of course, he toasts in 
Hindi dialect as well as in patois, 
and at times he uses Indian life as 
his subject matter. “Arranged 
Marriage,” a pop first, addresses 
its theme with devastating detail, 
wit, and evident accuracy. He's 
dancehall in the kung fu-like cut- 
and-siash of his lyric delivery; his 
voice jabs, head-butts, and upper- 
cuts its way across the music as 
his feet step to the beat. Guest 
cameos by dancehall stars 
Frankie Paul and Maxi Priest veri- 
fy Apache’s right to party Jamaica 


Style.

*x*x*1/2 Alemayehu Eshete, 
ADDIS ABABA (Shanachie). As 
West African music gains in famil- 
iarity, Ethiopian music replaces it 
as the most exotic sound out of 
Africa. Ethiopia's traditions may 
date back to the very cradle of civ- 
ilization, and they've been influ- 
enced by both Christian and 
Moslem. its rhythms are generally 


triplet meters, often in multiples of 
six or 12 beats, strangely synco- 
pated. its melodies negotiate elab- 
orate melismas full of ominous dis- 
sonances, in peculiar diminished 
scales or other Oriental modes. 
Tight brass sections bark out 
snappy repeating riffs in unresolv- 
able scales, sounding like party 
time in some spy movie. 

Addis Ababa, the capital city, 
has a vital music scene despite 
the war and turmoil. Alemayehu 
Eshete is a successful nightclub 
singer (depicted here in a gold 
lamé jacket) who’s credited with 
bringing the vocal flair of Little 
Richard and James Brown to the 
indigenous music. On several of 
the tracks on this CD (recorded in 
Paris with an African core band 
and European sidemen), he testi- 
fies like American soul singers, 
building up to breathless, feverish 
emoting. In “Yeworma Zengada,” 
he punctuates his phrases with lit- 
tle impassioned gasps; then he 
lingers on poignant notes in the 
ballad “Ambassel.” In “Yewoine 
Haregitu,” he gets caught up in 
repeated phrases in the guttural 
Ethiopian language, which yields a 
Van Morrison—like vocal tic. (The 
song also has terrific clarinet solos 
by Bulgarian ace Ivo Papasov.) He 
even closes “Tizita” with a whistled 
outro reminiscent of “Dock of the 
Bay.” A couple of tunes also adopt 
the chords and of cheesy 
late-’50s American pop, but that 
just makes the rest of the music 
sound all the more alien.

**x* Barbra Streisand, BACK 
TO BROADWAY (Columbia). 
Streisand is in great voice, and 
among the dozen show tunes 
here are some fresh choices that 
run the current gamut of 
Broadway styles from the Rubik's 
Cube complexity of Stephen 
Sondheim to Andrew Lloyd Web- 
ber at his treacliest. 

Worst are two numbers from 
Lloyd Webber’s new musical ver- 
sion of Sunset Boulevard. And yet, 
“Music of the Night,” from Phan- 
tom of the Opera, is impressive. In 
this duet with Michael Crawford, 
the original Phantom and Strei- 
sand’s old co-star in Hello, Dolly!, 
their interlacing voices embroider 
the tune with compelling intricacy. 
A manufactured duet with Johnny 
Mathis from West Side Story 
doesn’t work because Streisand’s 
intensity overpowers his soft-focus 
sound. 


Streisand was born for “Luck 
Be a Lady”; but her self-indulgent 
slow tempo drags down another 
song from Guys and Dolls, the 
more delicately conversational 
“I've Never Been in Love Before.” 
Kurt Weill’s subtle, insinuating 
“Speak Low’ is disco disaster. 

But Sondheim’s prestidigitation 
is right up Streisand’s alley. 
“Everybody Says Don't’ is a terrific 
upbeat anthem of independence. 
For “Children Will Listen,” which 
she sang at Bill Clinton's inaugural 
party, Sondheim added new vers- 
es. What it loses in irony, it makes 
up for in political bite. Streisand 
personalizes everything she sings, 
but when she sings words she 
really believes, the ferocity of her 
conviction is overwhelming.

The film 
doesn’t stray far from Ibsen and 
Bergman territory, and though — 
at two and a half hours — it has its 
indulgences, Ulimann shows a 
steady hand behind the camera. 
The biggest limitation is that its 
protagonist is something of a 
cipher, but the movie flows with 
unabashed nostalgia for its char- 
acters and for pre-Holocaust 
Jewish life.
